Obat Athwut Music Boxes, 
**Thoro is a great demand for mustoal 
boxes from China,” said a dealer. “Tho 
Chinoso are passionately fond of them, 
and at 4 festival a Chinaman who can afford 
it carries a music box in each pocket, 

** What music do they like best ?’’ 

** All Chinese music ; they will have no 
other, Tho sweotent strains from * Trova- 
tore,’ * Mignon’ and * Faust’ are as awoet 
bells jangled out of tune to a Chinaman. 
We have to employ mon who can reduve 
the Chinese music to written notes, and 
from this as ‘copy’ the music box is made, 
Wo have to make up a different set of tunes 
forevery country. If we should send boxes 
to Franoe that played * Nellie Gray,’ * Way 
down upon the Suwannee River,” ‘ When 
You and I Were Young, Maggio,’ or ‘Sweet 
Bye-and-byo,’ we should get them back 
quick enough. 

** National airs are the first tunes chosen, 
then the popular tunes, then selections 
from famous operas, Scotch tunes, except 
‘Auld Lang Syne’ and * Bonnie Doon,’ 
are difficult to render effectively by a music 
box, and they are rarely used, The great 
expense in the manufacture of music boxes 
arises from the necessity of changing the 
tunes, discarding those that are tiresome, 
and substituting the latest and most popu- 
lar, But sit down while we talk." 

The writer took a seat, and the strains 
of the ‘Farendole” from ‘ Olivette” 
floated from beneath the chair, 

‘““ Have a cigar?” He turned 4 cigar stand 
and there came out of it the air of the 
drinking song from ** Girofle-Girofla.” 

“This is the picture of our Swiss fao- 
tory.” 

As the album was oponed there came out 
of it an air from “Fra Diavold.” 

** Will you take a pinch of snuff ?” 

As the lid was raised there was a whisper 
of **Should Auld Acquaintance be For- 
got?” 

** We havea customer who has a music- 
box attachmont to his front door, and hin 
visitors are always greeted by a tune. A 
music box can be concealed in a very small 
compass, and one of the reigning demands 
is for articles that contain them so as to 
create pleasant surprises. Dolls, clocks and 
books are provided withthem. Nearly all 
of the music boxes are made in Sainte 
Croix or Geneva in Switzerland, 

‘The principle of manufacture is simple, 
The different parts comprise a brass feller, 
stubbed with fine points of the hardest 
steel, a steel comb, the tueth of which give 
the sounds, a spring to give the revolving 
motion to the cylinder, and a fly wheel or 
fan to regulate the revolving motion, The 
music has at first to be arranged by a! 
thorough artist. The cylinder which com: « 
from the machine shop is then placed 11 
the hands of a woman, who, with the ail 
of the music and a very ingenious machine, 
marks the places on the cylinder where *he 
| Sore are to beinserted. An other person 

rills all the little holes, and another in- 
serts the points. Ihe cylinder is then fill- 
ed with molten cement, and then placed on 
tho lathe and revolved quickly. The ce- 
ment adheres to the inside surface, and 
thus holds the points, A hole is left in the 
centre of the cylinder for the axis, The 
points are then filed down so as to be of 
ah length. The comb is tuned by a tuner 
who first files the teeth. without excessive 
care, to give them the proper flexibility, and 
then files them near the base to lower the 
tones, and near the point to sharpen the 
tones. The operation of fastening the oyl- 
inder and comb to the bed plate requires 
much accuracy, 8. that the points of the cy)- 
inder and comb will exactly meet. A woman 
following the music then bends the points 
on the cylinder slightly forward in order to 
Secure more strength, but more especially 
to make the chords drop simultaneously, 
and cause the runs or roulades to be played 
evenly.” 

“Size in music boxes increases both their 
volume and their richness in tone. A cy- 
linder ten inches long can be made to play 


six, eight, ten or twelve airs well; but it 


will play six or eight airs better avd with 
more sweetness and harmony of sound than 
it can be made to play a greater number. 
The reason of this is that more points on 
the cylinder and more teeth in the comb 
can be used for each air if there are fewer 
airs. The space between the teeth de- 
creases with the number of airs. 
cylinder is increased in diameter the air 
may be prolonged.” 

**How long does a munic box last ?” 

“Itis like a watch. It will last a life- 
time if it is good to begin with, and is 
treated well and with care. Most owners 
of music boxes object to using them except 
for company. The fact is a music box 
should be used every day, justas a watch 
should be wound up every day.—Jewelry 
News.

Saverne is o little, swarthy 
fellow about 40 years old, with a bushy 
head of black hair, keon blue eyes—very 
rare among his countrymen—and very 
amall hands, His motions prove that he 
is excessively nervous, and his senses of 
hearing, sight and smell, as he assured a 
reporter of the Daily News yesterluy, aro 
unusually acute, His parents still live on 
a farm in Belgium, near Brussels, and he 
is the youngest of a family of eleven chil- 
dren.

DETAILS OF THR REGANT DEPOSITION OF TUE

San Francisco, October 2.—A atoamahip 
which arrived yesterday afternoon frow 
Australia brings advices from Now Zealand 
respooting tho action of the German men- 
of war and the practical seizure in the name 
of the German Government of the Samoan 
groupe of islands, Tho four German men: 
of-war lying at Apia landed thirtoon hun- 
dred troops and marines on August 25, and 
immodiatoly proclaimod Tamasese king of 
Samoa. The American and British con- 
aula immediately thereafter published the 
following protest : 

“Whereas, the Government of Gormapy 
has this day proclaimod Tamasese Ring of 
Samoa, now, therefore, we, the undersign: 
od representatives of the United States jot 
Amorica and of Great Britain, hereby give 
notice that we and our Governments do not 
and never have recognized Tamasese a® 
King of Samoa, but continup as heretofore 
to recognize Malictoa. We advise all 
Samoans to anbmit quietly, not to fight, 
whaterer their provocation, but to await 
peaceably the result of deliberations now 
in progress, which alone can dotermine tho 
future of Samoa.’ 

DISTURBANCES FEARED. 

The New Zoaland advices from Apia 
are to the effect that disturbances on the 
islands were only a question of time. Hos. 
tility between Germans and loyal na- 
tives was increasing, and German settlers 
haye boon constantly complaining of 
thefts committed by natives, while the 
natives complained of the injustice 
of the Germans in Jand transactions, 
King Malictoa had complained to 
English and Amoricans of the conduct of 


the Germans, and the German Consul is 
said to have soveral times menaced Malictoa 
with tho possible elevation of a rival chief, 
and which was actually done, as already 


related, The immediate provocation which 


led to the German action was an occurrence 
growing outof the Emperor of Germany's 
birthday.

LATEST INTELLIGENCE FROM THE EXPLORER 
MAKING RAPID PROGRESS INTO THE 
INTERIOR. 


Sr, Paut pe LoenpA, October 2.—Ac- 
cording to the last news received at Boma 
from the Upper Congo, Stanley was push- 
ing forward, and the only, difficulties he 
met with were the natural obstacles of the 
country. About July 25th the expedition 
had ascended the’Aruwimi to the elevated 
country belonging to the Mabano District, 
The river becomitig too narrow they left the 
rafts and the men for several days had to 
carry a double burden of provisions. The 
steel whale boat was carried past the 
narrows and again launched, Stanley 
calculated'that upon arriving atthe summit 
of the tablelands giving shape to the basin 
of the A:uwimi, the expedition would halt 
two days fora rest and would establish a 
camp there, to be garrisoned. by. twonty 
men, with a European officer. The districts 
traversed were tranquil and little difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining provisions 
from the natives, The progress of the 
expedition averaged twenty kilometres 
daily.

Making @ Lens, 

On a table in Alyan Clark's manufactory, 
at Cambridge, was the tinished Pulkova 
lens, which weighed 450 pounds, and con- 
sisted of two lenses each thirty inches in 
diameter, says Otto Michels, in the Sun, 
Genorally these lonses are made to acour 
atoly fit, and are joined togather with Ca- 
nada balsam, but in such large glasses as 
the Pulkova and the Lick, they are fitted 
in a motal frame with an adjustment, so 

that they can be made to approach cach 
othor, or otherwise. Ifa single lens were 
used, the object inspected would be fringed 
with various artificial colors and other de- 
feots due to spherical aberration ; but by 
the simple artifice of using two kinds of 
glass these defects are cured to a great ex- 
tent and a noarly perfect image is secured. 

When tho evening was suiliciently ad- 
vanced the great Pulkova glass was placed 
in its temporary fitting in the garden. 
There was no moon and the darkness was 
intense, The glass was brought out on a 
four-wheel hand truck, and lifted into the 
tube by tive mon, and fixed by revolving it 
in the screw fitting. The tube was forty- 
five feet long, and weighed, with the at- 
tending fittings, about seven tons. Two 
piles of brick-work supported the whole. 
There was no clock-work movement, and 
the roughest apparatus was employed ; the 
telescope was raised, and moved by a guide 
rope, the motion uf an equatorial move- 
ment being imitated by using a common 
wiod'ass. As the motion of the earth caus- 
ed the object to pass across the field of the 
telozcupe the obseryer gaye the order *‘fol- 
low,” when a slight turn of the windlass 
kept the object in view. . Such were the 
rough appliances used to test this $50,000 
lens, 

The planets had all set, and I had to be 
satistiod with a view of a fixed star, which 
is an excellent object for testing the optical 
properties of lens, but very uninteresting 
otherwise, as the largest telescope can make 
little impression on a fixed star ; no disk can 
be seen, merely a speck of light, Tho star 
selected was a small one, and barely visible 
as a pale, minute object. On looking at it 
with this magnificent instrumentits wonder - 
ful light-gachering powers were at once evi- 
dent, for the star shone with the lustre and 
brilliancy of an electric light. It was an 
object which brought out all the imperfec- 
tions of the glass, and to the eyes of Mr, 
Clark and his sons many were evident,and, 
it was said, two months’ work was neces- 
sary to correct them. During the trial the 
lens was lowered and five men revolved the 
glass in its fitting. On its being placed in 
position again one of the sons was about to 
make another test,when the old man shout- 
ed ; ** Wait, boys, let her cool.” 

It was curious to know what this could 
mean, and Alvan Olark explained that the 
correction was so dvlicate that the heat 
from the hands of the five men holding the 
metal case of the objective would change 
the correction, so it had to ‘‘cool,” 

On the front or crown-glass lens was a 
very marked flaw, due to the lapping over 
of a strata of glass in cooling. By measure- 
ment | found it to be 1} inches long, by 
one-eighth of an inchin diameter, almost 
in the centre of the lens, near the front 
surfaco. This was a very provoking 
circumstance in a $60,000 glass. Mr. 
Clark had ordered another disk of glass, 
but Prof. Von Otto Streuve decided to 
accept the damaged one, at least for a 
time, as it seemed very doubtful when 
another glass might be expected to be made 
in France. The flaw wouldnot alter the 
definition of the lens, but would merely 
stop a fractional part of light passing 
through the lens.

DISCUSSION OF 
UNIU! 


Tho Board of Trade will to-morrow night 
discuss the subject of commercial union 
with the United States, on which occasion 
the views and opinions of the merchants 
and manufacturers of the city will be ex- 
pressed.

The Seized Sealers, 


OWNERS OF FORFEITED CARGOES APPEAL TO 
THE SUPREME COURT, 


Victoria, B. C., Oct. 5.—The revenue 
cutter Rush arrived here at noon yesterday 
from Sitka, bringing with her fifty Indians 
and twelve white mon, sailors and hunters 
aboard the seized sealers. She also brought 
news of the trial of the British schooner W. 
A. Saywood and the American schooners 
Anna Sylvia Hardy, Lily L. Kate, Anna 
Alphap and Annie E. Algar. All were 
found guilty of illegal sealing, the claim 
being thatall Behring sea is under the 
jurisdiction of the United States. The 
schooners, cargoes and property were all 
forfeited to the American Government. A 
couple of American schooners were valued 
and the owners deposited bonds to the 
amount and left for San Francisco, Tho 


schooners gave notice of appeal to tho 
Supreme Court of the United States.

The Fever Epidemic 
STILL KAGING IN LONDON—NO ABATEMENT 
EXPECTED BEFORE NOVEMBER, 


Lonpon, October 4.—The fever epidemic 
still rages, though the rate of discharges 
from the hospitals is beginning to bear an 
appreciable comparison with the rate of 
admissions. {To night 1,700 cases are under 
hospital treatment, of which 1,600 are of 
scarlet fever. The fate of admission aver- 
ages over 40 daily, and only 32 beds remain 
unoccupied. Convalescents are being mov- 
edas rapidly as convenient with their 
safety to Northern hospital, Witchmoro hill, 
where six pavilions are occupied. Tho epi- 
demic is expected, according to precedent, 
to abate about the beginning of November. 
The disease is, fortunately, ina mild form, 
and deaths are not much above a general 
average. Nine-tenths of the patients are 
children.

The view taken of commercial union with 
the United States will depend very mater 
ially on what opinion is held as to tho ef- 


foots of State Jaws enacted for the purpose 


of afficting trade and commerce, whether, 
on the one hand, wo hold that statutory 
laws can make the wheols of commerco run 
more full and free, or on the other hand 
wo believe such Jawa havo no benoficial of- 


shall Gud ours:lyes in inextricable confu- 

sion, ; 
Tho subject of froo trade and protection 

is very broad and too elaborate to discuss 


that our conclusions as to commercial union 
may bo the same, whether on the one band 
we hold that high duties placed on certain 
foreign products to exclude them in order 
that we may produce them ourselyes, and 
giving bonuses and drawbacks, ote., the 
country can be benefitted and its resources 
better developed,—or on the other hand 
hold to the opinion that all such legislation 
clogs the wheels of commerce and hinders 
the development of naturalresources., This 
seeming anomaly of the free trader and 
protectionist coming to the same conclusion 
would arise from the fact that the United 
States trade policy is distinctly and ayow- 
edly a protective one, while ours is rapidly 
becoming the same. Whatis termed the 
National Policy was, in its inception, 
a revenue tariff, adjusted so as to afford in- 
cidental protection to certain manufactures. 
Since it has accomplished this and exclud- 
ed the importation of certain products, the 
revenue fails from these sources and duties 
have to be further increaeed on other Jines, 
and so on as the revenue continues to fail 
on one line after another the duties have 
to be further increased on what remains of 
ou inports. Thus we must of necessity 
continue to approach the tariff of the United 
States until ours beconies essentially identi 
cal unless we stop short and resort to direct 
taxation, 

Hence arises much confusion of thought, 
for whether weareabsolute protectionists, in- 
cidental protectionistaorfree traders, we find 
ourselves, in advocating commercial union, 
on the horns of adilemma. The protection- 
ist must abandon the ground on which he 
adopted the principle of protection and go 
for free trade with a nation against which 
alone, or chiefly, he wanted protection and 
the free trader roust vbandon the principle 
of freo trade and become a protectionist, 
unless indeed he thinks by this union he can 
convert the other party, that isthe United 
States, to his views. The only way to avoid 
this difficulty is to contend for the union 
without being guided by any intelligent 
principle, and conclude by some hocus po- 
ous means to make things come all right 
and work to the advantage of the State. 

From a protectionist point of view there 
are stronger reasons why he should abandon 
the tax on tho products of any other coun- 
try rather than on those of the U.S. There 
are more products of the U.S. which would 
come in competition with Canadian products 
than those of any other nation in the world, 
England not excepted. And under the 
shadow and protection of the wall which 
the N. P. raised up has been invested a 
large amount of capital. with much labor 
employed, which would to a great extent 
be swept away onits removal. 1¢ is said, 
however, by some that the N. P. was orig- 
inally as much a retaliatory policy as a pro- 
tective one, and intended to coerce the 
United States into reciprocity of trade ; in 
other words, they say it was instituted that 
we might have a wall to remove in order to 
induce the United States to remove its wall. 
Apart from the puerility of such intention 
it might be well enough to adduce it at the 
beginning, beforo industries grew up under 
the N. P., but it would seem rather unjust 
now to those who have invested under it, 
to make them pay the damages and cost of 
removing this wall, which they were led to 
believe was built for their protection. 

But to balance this, it is contended that 
our exports to the United States will be 
increased in value by the removal of itn tax 
against them ; that lumber, fish, barley and 
other natural products will have more pur- 
chasing value, at all events, it is urged, to 
the extent of a portion of the United States 
tariff now charged. Most probably so, but 
it does not necessarily follow in any partic- 
ular instance. {[t may or it may not be—it 
cannot be proved one way or tho other, 
We might take one article, say barley, and 
seem to prove incontrovertibly that it had 
increased thereby in value, but on further 
enquiry we will finda multitude of argu- 
ments which seem to prove the contrary, 
One can lay down premises that seom most 
reasonable to accept from which must follow 
a certain conclusion, and then present other 
premises which would be equally unreason- 
able to reject from which ialces the con- 
trary of the former, and so on with partio- 
ular instances almiost ad infinitum. But 
this kind of argument, though much resort- 
ed to in the public press and on the plat- 
form, is an utterly fallacious mode of reas- 
oning. 

Again, another objection to commercial 
union from a protectionist stand point is, 
the Canadian and American duty on all 
foreign imports becoming the same un- 
der union, and necessarily a very high one, 
the distribution of these imports will fall 
into the hands of the American dealer, 
They are much more likely to becomo dis. 
tributors for us both in exports and importa, 
than we are for them, owing to their geo- 
penne position, the extent of their 

ome market and the capital at their com- 
mand, Also dissatisfaction would arise 
out of this, after a few years, as the im- 
ports registered at Oanadian ports for 

ome consumption would show a falling off 
owing to moro of what we consumo boing 
thus imported by American dealers, and on 
this showing they would complain of us 
getting a larger sharo of the duties collect. 
ed than wo would seem to be entitled to, 
and a0 they woald seek to cut down our re- 
venuo from this source, for we would have 
no means of ascertaining what would be 
our relative consumption of foreign duti- 
able goods by which the revenue is raised. 

_ The matter of a nation becoming the car- 
rier and distributor of morchandise {9 a 
most important factor relating to her pros- 
perity, and if we be protectionists, we must 
seek to protect our country in these things 
aa well asin minor matters. Tho trado of 
Groat-Britain is immonsely augmented and 
indood chiefly maintained by her being the 
medium of trade, not only between foroign 
countries and her colonios, but also 
one foreign country and another. She 
could not have hoped to attain the unrival-. 
od position she now ox cuples under a cus. 
toms policy likw that of the United States 
nor would she long continue her « ormmer: inl 
supromacy were she to adopt it now, but 
we would have to adopt the customs tariff 
of tho United States under commercial 
ubion, and this last objection is the chief

and legitimately connected with the affairs 
of tho State as a whole, without any rofer- 
ence whatover to sectional, local or cles 
interests, Thisis the main aim of the 
freo trader a8 respects tho customs tariff. 
His contention is that what is called pro- 
tection does not protect, that’ the goneral 
trade of the country is not improved 
thereby, but tho reverse, and that the for: 
cign trade is hampored and impeded, That 
the resources of the country are moro 
rapidly developed by allowing the 
poople freely to procure abroad what thoy 
needin prosecuting their industries at 
home, be it in farming, lumbering, fish- 
ing, working up raw products, trad 
ing or whatever it may be. He be 
lioves that when he can buy some 
thing he wants abroad cheaper than he can 
produce it at home he is more profitably 
employed in producing something elae to 
exchange for it. When he ceases to be more 
profitably omployed he will then set to 
work to produce it for himself if practicable. 
The free trader will not be alarmed, but 
rather cheered, by what seoms to frighten 
tho protectionist, namely the value of what 
ho imports boing millions more than he 
exports, as the difference under a normal 
condition of affairs, he sees indicates so 
much profit, andso the ideas about tho 
balance of trade cease to be a bugbear to 
him. Thero cannot be tho slightest doubt 
but that a froo interchange of both natural 
and manufactured products would alike be 
greatly to the advantage of the United 
States and of Canada, Thore is plainly a 
distinct loss to both when tho duty is par- 
tially or wholly prohibitory, if for instance 
the duty is against our ores or lumber or 
whatever it may be os to cause litcle or 
none to be taken, those products so far lie 
idle and aro non-productive of value to 
either, when otherwise they would be to 
both. What appears to be the chief ob- 
s‘ac.e to bringing about commercial union 
is the general trade policy of the United 
States, which is vicious in principle and 
subversive of the bost interest of the com- 
munity. Their customs tariff is avowedly a 
protective one and so high as to yield a re- 
venue of upwards of $100,000,000, more than 
is expended on the government of the coun- 
try, and no one knows how much more be- 
sides whichis really notneeded for legitimate 
and righteous purposes. Besides all this, 
who can calculate how many millions more 
this surplus has been the means of divert- 
ing from the rightful owners, the tillers of 
the soiland the horest workers, to the 
pockets of wealthy individuals and com- 
binations who had no right thereto? That 
hundred million dollara, if we could trace 
its effects and read clearly all it is re- 
sponsible for, would fill volumes in record- 
ing causes of discontent, poverty, misery, 
anarchy and crime. 

We may depend upon it that the State 
no more than the individual can oppose it- 
self to nature’s laws and not suffer for it. 
These laws are inexorable ; our wisdom,the 
wisdom of the State, is to seek to bring “it- 
self into accord with these laws. We will 
not do so until we recognize that they ex- 
ist and are aboye us, our masters, however 
we try to evade them, 

Trade and commerce is not a subject 
which can be fully unfolded by materia) 
calculation, it isnot a subject which it is 
possible to work out by mathematics, 
figures and equations, Even in its materi- 
al aspect the complications are so manifold 
as to appear to us almost infinite, and I 
may safely affirm that it is as impossiblo 
fully to trace these as to trace the food we 
eat till it becomes theconditior of nerve 
force in our brain, Thore is in the latter 
an unknown quantity, the element of life 
eer into the process which bafiles the 
physical enquirer. So with trade and com- 
merce, there is human intelligence and 
motive which have to be counted on, and 
this is the unknown quantity which bofiles 
the reasoning of the political economist, 

The physician, if he knows anything, 
knows this, that the less a man takes of 
what will disarrange the normal condition 
of his system the better, and the utmost 
the doctor can do in disease is to remove 
obstructions in order for nature to work the 
cure, and point out the laws of health to 
his patient. As with the human body, so 
with the body politic; it will inevitably 
suffer serious derangement and perhaps 
syncope if, without regard to natural law, 
this and that or the other quack nostrum 
be adopted and applied to atfect the func- 
tions of trade. 


So it is that the free trader objects to en- 
ter on commercial union, as it would neces- 
sarily bring us under the pernicious system 
of the United States trade policy. It may 
be said that we have become partially under 
@ similar system now, by Dominion enact- 
ment, True, but we may be able to throw 
this off if left to ourselves, when the effects 
become more apparent to the people, as 
they are now becoming apparent. Unless 
the United States would agree to abandon 
its present policy and adopt the principle, 
pure aud simple, of a revenue tariff, we 
would be handing ourselves over bound 
hand and foot for all time to come, and 
have fettered our trade with the rest of the 
world, Whatever contingencies may ariso 
in our commerce or carrying trade in the 
future, we will have no alternative but to 
leave ourselves plastic in the hands of the 
authorities at Washington, to do with us as 
they choose, Some ono may retort, if we 
find that the union does not work to advan- 
tage we can repeal it, This would bo for 
easier said than done, indsed it would be 
impossible without splitting the Dominion 
into fragments, Than to contemplate such 
a contingency, far better to enter on politi- 
cal union with the United States at once. 

The resources of the United States haye 
developed wonderfully and her commerce 
increased to an amazing extent, yet we can 
aflirm without fear of contradiction that the 
country would have beon as great and pros- 
perons as itis to-day had tho principlus of 
ree trade been all along observed. This 
or that or tho other industry mightnothave 
grown to the proportions they have, but 
other industries of more natural growth and 
more profitable to the nation would have 
existed in their place, We would not have 
secon #0 much wealth in the hands of com 
paratively fow individuals, unduly con- 
trolling the multitude and combining to 
the loss andinjury of the masses. Thoro 
would have been afar more oven division 
of wealth, resulting to the nation in greater 
contentment and happiness, in which, after 
all, is tho strongth of any poople and the 
beat condition for evolving a higher civili 
| zation,

Flesh Turned into Stone, 
KEMARKADBLE STORTES OF PETICEE ICVATLON OF 
CURING IN THE BAD LANDS OF DAKOYA, 
| (Rapid City Co fa Hat ¢ of the Milwaukee 
Journal.) 

Dakota is truly @ marvollous and won- 
dorful country Not only wonderful in 
mineral and agricultural resources, but it 
abounds in geographical formations that 
alfurd constant surprise and study for the 
student inthis mogt interesting science 
Tho Bad Lands; | located soventy miles 
southeast of this point, have no equal on 
this continent, as a receptaclo for putrefac- 
tions of amphibiousanimals. The peculiar- 
ity of tho soil transforms flosh into stono, 
but this power is not only confined to the 
| soil of the Bad Lands, but exists in many 
| localities in the Black Hills. A case has 
just come to the knowledge of your corres- 

| pondent that has never been made public, 
| and proved that many bodies buriedin the 
| Hills have turned to stone. The case at 
hand is that ofa little son of Mr, Eugene 
Holcomb, a prominent citizen of Rapid 
| City. Some years ago the b ry died, and 
was buried in a spot not set aside for gon 
eral burying purposes. When the city grew 
and a cometery was selected, Mr. Holcomb 
| hada large monument’ erected, and the 
departed disinterred, The family expect- 
ed when theshoyel of the grave digger 
reached the casket it would need replacing 
and had made preparations to that end. 
The coftin was reached, and as the man en- 
deavored to place a rope underneath to 
| twist it to the surface, he was surprised at 
its great weight. Thinking it was the 
narrow, contracted hole that reduced his 
| strength, he made soveral more efforts, but 
only moved ita few inches, and was com- 
pelled to call foraid, Two men succeeded 
in placing the rope about the casket, and 
with a hard pull it was brought to the sur- 
face. An examination followed, and upon 
the deceased being revealed it was found 
that the body had turned, not as Scripture 
says: ‘‘Dust thou art to dust returnest,”’ 
but into solid rock, From a gentleman 
who was present, and whose words can be 
relied upon, it was learned that the parents 
easily recognized the child. The body had 
}assumed a dark brown color, features 
shrunken, and he compared it with 
the appearance of a mummy. The 
eyebrows and hair were of a_ lighter 
hue, while the hands looked perfect. It 
was the most singular sight he had ever 
| witnessed, and only the sensitive feelings 
| of the parents kept thr matter from the 
| newspaper columevs. The body was again 
interred, and now rests peacefully in the 
family lot for aught we know, 

The strange transfurmation of this body 
is not the only instance recorded. The small 
number of dead removed has not atlorded 
| an opportunity to learn how common an 
ocourrenve this may be, but learned gentle- 
men tell me that when Gabriel blows hia 
bugle, or the disinterring of bodies becomes 
necessary in the Black Hills country, many 
bodies will be found turned to stone, ‘The 
other instance related is that of Wild Bill, 
murdered in Deadwood by Jack Call ten 
| years ago. Bill was buried on the moun- 
| tainside, and the building of residences 
compelled the removal of his bones. What 
was the sur rise of his friends when they 
discovered that the fameus frontiersman 
was a solid stone—petrified. This revela- 
tion may appear strange to Eastornreaders, 
but here it is an open secret.

Prof. Sheldon, who has been travelling 
through Manitoba, the North-west and 
British Columbia for the purpose of report- 
ing on the agricultural capacities of the 
districts named from an English standpoint, 
passed through Winnipeg on Friday even- 
ing onhis way back to England, A Cull 
| reporter met the professor at the depot and 
obtained his opinion of the country through 
| which he passed and examined, The pro- 
fessor said :—1 was surprised and delighted 
with the large tracts of magnificent timber 
in British Columbia, and as to the glorious 
|scenary in the mountains, language is 
| scarcely adequate to describe it justly. I 
visited the ranching country, and there | 
saw many thousands of cattle in a condition

Colors of the 100th Regiment, 

An Ottawa despatch says: The colors 
of the 100th Royal Canadian Regiment 
have been received at the State Department, 
the Imperial Government haying given 
directions that they be handed over to the 
Militia authorities of Canada. They will 
probably be placed in the Military Museum 
here. The colors, which were presented to 
the 100th Regiment at Shorncliffe, England, 
nearly thirty years ago by the Prince of 
Wales, are now but a ragged shadow of 
their former selves and bear every appear- 
ance of the effects of gunpowder and years. 
The fags originally consisted of silken 
Union Jacks, four feet square, with the 
name of the regiment elegantly stitched in 
letters of gold. They sre now barely larger 
than a handkerchief. Surmounting each 
pole is a golden crown, topped by figures of 
miniature lions, bent and twisted. The 
colors possess scarcely half a yard of silk 
apiece. They have faded greatly,and their 
identity can scarcely be made out. Only 
here and there in the tattered folds can be 
traced with difticulty the faded outlines of 
the cross of St. George,

appeal to the old Liberal party to rise anc 
ar the country, Woe are inclined to think 
our contemporary is blowing @ blast in the 
oar of the dying. It is evident to every dis- 


cerning man that no fusion of the two old 


partios is going on ; and that the parties of 
tho future will still style themselves Libor- 
al and Consorvativo, tho issues prosentod by 
thom cannot differ widely from tho issues 
of the past, whilst a change of Conservative 
leaders is not necessary. [t is an casy 
matter to turn a Grit cither from his re- 
ligion or hia politics. After tho intollectu- 
al baais of his boliof is gone, the ties o 
sontiment will not keep him true to his old 
allogiance. But it takes time and the pres- 
sure of events to induce him to follow the 
dictates of his intelligence rathor than those 
of a blind instinct ; hence the disintegra- 
tion of the Grit party is generally a slow 
process. In the present instance a number 
of causes have contributed to hasten the 
dissolution of the Grit party and tho Grit 
machine is now so far gone in decay that 
we do not believe the Herald or any other 
maundane agency can restore its vitality. 

The Liboral party, as the Herald knows, 

has lost heart and hope since the with- 
drawal of Mr, Blake, Itis truo he had 
not led it within sight of victory, but he 
was a very able man, and much superior as 
a leader to Mr. Laurier. His retirement, 
however, is not the only blow that has af- 
fected Liberal activity, Tho more intelli- 
gent Liberals have been estranged by the 
singular want of courage displayed by the 
party. From preaching free trade it has 
‘taken to advocating protection ; it has foil- 
ed to elevate tho standard of political mor. 
ality oyen in its own ranks ; it has no tan- 
gible platform, but subsists wholly upon its 
negations. ~The Conservatives are in a good 
condition. ‘fhe presence of Sir John Mac- 
donald has kept them loyal to him and 
themselves; and so long as he remains 
with them he will havea policy, and the 
consciousness that he will leave a good suc- 
ceasor,that the dynasty will not abrupt- 
‘ly merge into chaos, haunts Grits that have 
not already left the party day and night, 
and produces amongst the younger men a 
feeling akin to despair. The more intelli- 
gent Grits are alarmed also at the outlook 
for the residue of their party. They see 
on every hand signs and portents that Sir 
John’s system of government is» approach- 
ing perfection ; and are lost in a wilderness 
of speculation and doubt asto the future, 
Morever, the best men in the Grit party 
perceive, what iz obvious enough, that the 
momentous questions pressing for settle- 
ment can only be settled through the Oon- 
servatives, The tariff, supported by many 
Reformers, has not failed to bring pros- 
perity. It hasserved the purpose of a 
“National Policy” in the sense of drawing 
the scattered provinces near together, 
and the great success it has achieved in 
establishing new industries and shoring up 
old ones isan admitted victory for the 
Conservative party. It has not enhanced 
prices of manufactured goods, but has great- 
ly enlarged the home market, for the 
great natural industries of the Dominion, 
which haye to sell the bulk of their pro- 
duce abroad. Whatis to take its place? 
Certainly not free trade. How are we to 
carry our large debt and meet the increase 
in the expenditure even with a population 
increasing every year? Certainly not by 
free trade or commercial annexation. Brit- 
ish Columbia, the North-West, the Mari- 
time Provinces and Manitoba all support 
Sir John’s Government. What of our 
future asa community? Those matters, 
which the old Grit party has carried to sus- 
pense account, demand an early solution ; 
but it is apparent that they must secure 
new party machinery and new leadersbefore 
they can deal with them intelligently. The 
Liberal party, as at present constituted, 
could not disturb the settlement of 
‘these issues with any hope of suc- 
ceas, Liberals being as widely divided 
~on them as Conservatives are a unit. 
The Herald itself, for instance, differs from 
the majority of Reformers on the Mani- 
toba monopoly question. No fusion of the 
two old parties is called for by any exigency 
of the situation, and never will be com- 
menced as long as honest thinking Reform- 
ers come overto the Conservative camp 
daily.

which honest Reformers as all Conservatives 
will repudiate with horror, in Manitoba, 
where the anti-disallowance movement has 
swallowed up the Norquay and Greenway 
factions, the bone and sinew are against 
the combination of Grit wire pullers, and 
in the Maritime Provinces, where the Grit 
party has substituted bribery for tho 
*‘principles” with which it formerly con- 
jured.

The Cholera Ship “Alcsia.” 


WHAT A PASSENGER ON THE VESSEL HAS TO 
BAY. 


New York, October 6.—Rey. Dr. May- 
nard, who was a passenger on the ‘*Alesia,” 
says: We were about 12 days out whon 
the plague broke out. A young Neapoli- 
tan died. Jt was given out that heart 
disease was the cause, and there was at the 
time no ground for supposing otherwise, 
and yet in some unaccountable way all on 
board the ship, who had previously been 
unusually cheerful, became seized with a 
misgiving. I haye no doubt that the con- 
dition of mind of these people had a good 
deal to do with the swift headway which 
the disease made after it began its work. 
They seemed as limp as rags. They made 
no struggle with fate, but sat or moved 
about listlessly and lifelesaly, and seemed 
actually to invite death by their dread of 
it. The discipline on board was perfect, 
and the doctor and his assistants were un- 
tiring in their efforts. The captain main- 
tained his jollity of demeanor throughout 
the entire trial in a manner which [ now 
confess was inspiring. There were no 
more funerals after the first. Concealment 
of the true state of affairs lasted but a short 
time, and the victims were given to the 
deep one after another. 1| believe nu one 
really knows how mapvy died on_ board.

Manitoba's Railway, 


Wuynirec, October 6,—Mr. Whitcher, As- 
sistant Commissionerof Dominion lands, 
has been examined with reference to the 
bills of complaint filed by the Dominion 
Government against the Red River Valley 
Railway. 

Mr. W. R., Sinclair and Mr. Brooke,both 
of Winnipeg, are staying at the Merchante’ 
Hotel, St. Paul. They have just returned 
from completing a railway contract in lowa, 
and have their outfit there. They wired to 
Mr. Norquay yesterday to the effect that 
they were ready and willing to complete 
the construction of the Red River Valley 
Railway, and will accept Provincial bonds 
in payment. Mr. Sinclair says his offer is 
bona fide, and they will move their outfit to 
Manitoba at onco if a favorable answer is 
received. 

Since Mr, Norquay’s return, members of 
the local government have been almost 
constantly in council considering the rail- 
road situation, but the outcome has not yet 
been divulged, Mr. Lariviere states that he 
is still confident that money can be obtain- 
ed upon very acceptable terms either in 
New York or in London, where correspon- 
dents are still at work, and from last ac- 
counts with far better prospects of success 
than a few days ago. He says the reason 
Mr. MacArthur's cffer was not accepted 
was because at the time there was reason 
to believe the province could do better.

INVESTIGATIONS INTO THE WORKINGS OF THE 
ONTAKIO SEED GRAIN COMPANY, 


Europe, sailing on Woduesday next. 


Lonpon,Ont,, October 6.— Ai mllius Iry- 
ing. Q. C., Vommissioner of the Ontario 
Government, concluded taking evidence 
hore yesterday into the working of the On- 
tario S ed Grain Company. The evidence 
proved that the company sold what they 
termed patont seed wheat at $16 a bushel. 
They agreed to buy back from their custo- 
mers twice the amount when the wheat 
grew at $10 a bushel. Thousands of far- 
mers throughout the province took the 
bait, and bought sometimes as much as 
fifty bushels, giving notes and cash there- 
fore. Many others gave notes for large 
amounts on a mere promise to forward the 
grain and never got it, Then the company 
failed, and the notes fell into the hands of 
other parties, and the gulled farmers will 
haye to pay them unless the Government 
interferes, as they are now asking it to do. 
Several prominent men in London and 
other places were connected with the con- 
cern,

Not a Pleasing Prospect, 


The American Shipping and Industrial 
League not long ago held aconyention at 
Washington to discuss the serious condi- 
tion of affaira affecting the business of the 
country, Thoy presented a memorial to 
congress, in which occurs the following 
statement of facts. ‘The fact that the 
people of the United States are now pro- 
ducing so much more of the raw materials 
from farm and mine and such superabund- 
ance of manufactured goods, that our 
home markets are glutted and s'agnation 
thereby produced. Stagnation, as experi- 
ence has shown, is the parent of financial 
crises, which bring ruin to the producing 
classes of every community.” 

This is nota yery pleasing picture for 
those people who are crying for the Ameri- 
can market to be opened up for Canada’s 
exports. That sixty million market seems 
to be pretty well crammed with products 
already. In fact it is suffering from over- 
production, and is eagerly in search of 
some country upon which to uaload. Yet 
this market, stuffed with home products, 
some alleged patriots in this country are 
tyring to secure for the products of Canada, 
which are to a great extent similar to the 
articles that the Americans are trying to 
unload on someone else, The glut in the 
products of “the farm and mine and 
superabunbance of manufactured goods’ 
that exist on the other side of the line is 
the great dangor that threatens the extinc- 
tion of Canadian industrics and enterprise, 
yet it is by cracking the whip of discontent 
in thecalm air of temporary depression 
that the commercial unionists are endeayor- 
ing to bring down upon us this avalanche 
and amother out every vestige of Canadian 
industrial life. If we want a healthy trade 
we will have todo it with other countries 
that have not already too much of what we 
have to give. The right policy for Canada 
is that which prevents this country from 
being thedumping ground for American 
overproduction. Protection of home 
enterprise is the line on which we should 
fight it out “‘if it takes all summer.”

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Two Spanish Punorals, 


A travellor writes: I will describe two 
funerals that I witnessed in one day ut the 
great cemotery at Sovillo. Four little bare 
footed boys airive at the cometery gatos. 
Betwoon them they carry a little blue and 
white coflia. They joy slong, chatting and 
laughing, up the long avenue of trees. Pres 
ently they see something that attracts their 
attention —a birdinatroe, Down they drop 
the coflin, and off they scamper to the tree, 
They begin te throw stones at the bird. 
Then thoy quarrel aout something, and 
two of they boys have afight. Inthe mean- 
time the coffin lies in the roadway. I walk 
up to it, and through the glass letinto the 
lid LT see the dead child's face, It has been 
dead perhaps twelve hours, so the feat- 
ures were unchanged,and it appeared to be 
calmly sleeping. Several persons pass, no 
one takes any notice of the coftin on the 
road, One old gentlemen nearly stumbles 
over it and swears. Presently the ragged 
boys, having arranged their differences, re- 
turn and pick up the goflia, Two of them 
have lighted cigarettes, Thoy carry their 
burden acrogs the cemétery to alittle house 
where two or three mon sit smoking. Here 
they show a paperjand one of the men, pick- 
ing up 4 spade, tells the boys to follow him. 
On they go, jogging the coflin now this way, 
now that, and I follow them. We come 
to a Tong line of brick yaults. Some are 
empty, some are filled to the top with what 
I presume to be mould. The grave digger 
turns oyer the clay with his spade and 
atrikes a coflin here and there. It is too 
fall. He moves on t6 another bricked 
square, pushes his spade in, and says there 
isjust room. He digs 4 little hole and Jays 
the coftin flush with thetop of the brick- 
work. Then he throws ona fhw spadefuls 
of earth from a mound close by, and the 
cereniony is over, There ace thousands of 
these bricked squares in the cemetery, and 
each containga score of coflins. There is 
no stone over the top, only the earth. 
Some of them are so full that the earth has 
to be piled up to cover the coffin, and thus 
itis actually above ground, The next 
funeral arrived as I was leaving the ceme- 
tery. A car, drivenby a man smokiog a 
cigarette, came up, lt was followed by a 
cab, from which an old gentleman alighted, 
also smoking. The car pulled. up at the 
gate of the depository, a little house in the 
grounds receives the people who have died 
too late to be buried that day. The 
guardian of the house, cigarette in 
mouth, flings open the doors, speaks to 
the gentleman, and then calls for sume one 
tucome. Aman withs cigarette in his 
mouth now approaches, He andthe car- 
driver lift out the coflin and carry it into 
the house and lay it on the trestles, They 
then light a candle at the head and foot, 
and come outand shut the door. One drives 
the car, the man lighting another cigarette, 
and the gentleman to whom the corpse be- 
longs strolls across the cemetery with the 
grave digger to choose his place, The man 
turns up a little earth in one square, then 
in another. **T'oo full,” saya the gentleman, 
puffing his cigerette. He goes from one 
aquare to anotherand pokes the earth with 
hisoane. At last hefindsasiyuare thyt ‘s 
only half full. ‘That will do,” he says, 
and then he returns to his cab and drives 
away.

The son of a notary of the town of Rennes, 
it isnot the accident of birth that has ad- 
vanced General Boulanger to the highest 
attainable grade of the French army. He 
has but to thank his Breton perseverance, 
indomitable strength of will, his extruordi- 
nary audacity, in a word, his own power and 
ability to recognize, seize and make the most 
of the various opportunities that have come 
in hisway. Thouyh by birth a Frenchman, 
and the son of a Frenchman, he can still 
claim some kinship with England, his moth- 
er being an Englishwoman, of whose come- 
ly features her son is said to inherit no small 
share.

made of the small golden-hued feathers of 
the Oo. These feathers, each about the 
8iz0 of one’s little finger nail, are fastened 
to a fine network of fibre, made from the 
bark of the olona, overlying each other, 
There are at least five thousand of those 
foathera used in the cloak, There are but 
two taken from each bird, which has to be 
snared inthe dense woods, the feathers 
plucked, and the bird released. It was a 
crime to kill them. The birds are by no 
means abundant, Necessarily, the value 
of the cloak is very great, and the keeping 
of it an endless task. This mantle is worn 
only by reigning sovereigns. Thore are 
shorter capes and cloaks worn by Alies, or 
chiefs, their length being regulated by the 
rank of the wearer.

been greatly augmented, it has improved 
in reputation aud has iicreased in price. 
lt is now in such favot in Great Britain 
that we can dispose of all that we can 
spare above home consumption at vory bat- 
isfactory prices, 

With butter it is very different, Our 
export has by no means so largely increas- 
ed, instead of being the favorito in Great 
Britain it rankslow im the market, and 
Lolthor thé domand ner the price are so 
satisfactory as we would like to seve them, 

Why is there this difference in two pro- 
ducts of similar origin ¢ 

Before our cheese industry had attained 
its preaent proportions aud ite satisfactory 
remuporation, some excellent cheese was 
made in Uatario. But there was much 
made that was ind:ferent or even poor, and 
this affected the demand for our exported 
cheese and the price of the whole, good or 
bad, It is not suffsiont that tn article for 
export should be good, but it is also neces- 
sary for succons that tho whole steck should 
be fairly regular in quality and trustworthy, 
Now the establishmont of cheese factories 
secured not only an improvement in the 
make, but what was :mo6re beneficial, that 
regularity and trustworthiness which were 
before wanting, and wesee the result. Now 
at the present moment every housekeeper 
knows that there is much good butter made 
in Oatario and in Peterborough County, 
They also know that there is much that is 
not geod, Our butter exported to Great 
Britain cannot be depended upon, the 
general repute and the prices obtained for 
the whole are lowered, and Canadian but- 
tor, instead of ranking in the mother coun- 
try the very highest in the market, like 
Canadian cheese, takes almost the lowest 
place, 

When it is so evident that an improve- 
ment is required, why should we not adopt 
the same plan as hae proved efticacious in 
asimilar case? Whiy should not factories 
do as much for Canadian butter as they 
have for Canadian cheese? They would 
remove the admitted evils ; they would do 
away with the inferior product of ignorant 
or careless makers and packers ; with tho 
highest available skill they would give the 
best possible results ; but above all they 
would ensure the needed regularity of 
quality and trustworthiness which would 
make ‘'Canadian” atermnot of reproach, 
but of commendation for butter asit is for 
cheese, 

Why should not some of our enterprising 
farmers combine to establish creamcries, 
butter factories, as they have cheese fac- 
tories, and reap the same benefit ¢ 

The local market is of course by far the 
largest avd the most remunerative for our 
tarmers, but of their surplus dairy product 
by farthe largest portion goesto Great 
Britain. A judicious effort to suit their 
tastes and wishes, would augment their 
demand and the price they are willing to 
pay as much in the case of butter as it has 
done with regard to cheese.

How to Cure Hams, 

The Practical Farmer has tho following 
on curing hams: The principal thing is to 
get the ham just salt enough to keop them, 
and not so salt as to injure the flavor and 
cause them to get hari. Hams should be 
neatly trimmed aud cut round to imitate, 
as closely as possible, the hams of com 
merce. ‘Trim closely, 80 that there shall 
be no masses of fat left at the lowest ex- 
tremity of the hams, The shoulders may 
be cut in shape convenient for packing, 
and they should be salted in seperate pack- 
ayes from the hams, Hams are cured by 
boch dry-salting and brine, When dry- 
salting is employed the hams are rubbed 
often with salt and sugar. Between each 
rubbing they are bunched up on platforms 
or tables, the surtace of which is spread 
with a layer of salt : and each ham is also 
covered with salt. When taken up torub, 
which is usually done five or six times, a 
shallow box is at hand in which to. do the 
work. When brine is used prepare a pickle 
strong enough to float an egg, and stir into 
it a sufficient amount of sugar and molasses 
to give it a sweetened taste, Some add a 
little salt-potre to color the meat. In mo- 
derate quantities it is generally accepted as 
beneticial. Cover the hams with pickle and 
place the packages where the tempegature 
is uniform and above freezing. For hams 
of 12 pounds four weeks will be suflicient ; 
large hams must remain in brine a longer 
time. In general three to seven weeks 
embraces the extremes of time required for 
domestic curing of ham, varying as to size 
of hams, temperature, and time when they 
will be required for use. When it is desir- 
ed to preserve hams through the summer, 
they must not be removed from the pickle 
too soon. Shoulders require much the same 
treatment as do hama, and both should be 
carefully smoked. Tho preservative prin- 
ciple of smoke is known as creosote; amoke 
made by burning corn cobs is highly es- 
teomed, but those engaged in curing moat 
on a large scalo prefer the smoke obtained 
| from dry hickory that has been stripped of 
its bark, The smoking process must not be 
too much hurried, or the creosote will not 
have time to penetrate the ontiro substance 
of the meat. Ten days’ smoking is usually 
suflicient, unless the pieces are very large 
aud thick. A process in ham curing prac 
ticed by some of the leading packing houses 
consists in creating the smoke in an oven 
outside of the amokerhouse and connected 
with it by underground pipes, The amoke, 
rising from the floor to the top of the house, 
encounters two opposite currenta of air, 
drawn from the outside, Those currents 
causo the amoke to form in a rapidly revoly- 
ny horizontal colamn, which pissos among 
the hams. Tho smoke ia not warm, and 
there ts no heat to melt the hams or hot air 
to blackon them, The hams under this pro- 
cosas aro amokod in vory much loss time than 
| by the old method, While canvasing hams 
to do with thoir flavor, It isa 
protection from inaccts, and will pay the 
farmer for thoextra labor, It should be 
done before warm wWoathor, Wrap oach

corn dance, Not an Indian cats a grain of 
corn until aftor the celebration. The men 
preparo for this by a system of purification, 
eating of bitter horbs and taking modicin:s, 
This sometimes makes them very nick, but 
it is always rigidly adhered to. On a cer- 
tain appointed day, all the tribe gather to- 
gother in one place, and a thanksgiving is 
offered to the great father in the burning 
of a fish, the heart of a deer and an ear of 
corn, ‘Chen the dance begins, There are 
separate dances for the men and the women, 
and another dance is participated in by all. 
In this last dance the inner circle is for the 
women, the next for the men, and the outer 
one for the strangors ; these lines are strict- 
ly wa'ched, and any unwary stranger who, 
in his curiosity, oyersteps his line, is imme- 
diately besieged until he pays one dollar or 
an equivalent. The dance is kept up dur- 
ing the entire dsy, and at night, tired and 
happy, all return to theic homes,—Kansas 
City Times.

Fire in a Lunatic Asylum, 
DEATH IN THE MIDST OF FESTIVITY—SIX 
WOMEN BURNED TO DYATH AND THREE 
INJURED, 

CLEyRLAND, Oct, 12,—Tho horrors of a 
fierce fire, in the smoke and confusion of 
which stalked the presence of grim death in 
his most terrible form, visited the great in- 
suno asylum on the southern limite of the 
city for the second time to-night. It was 
the occasion of the weekly dance given the 
more manageable of the patients as a 
healthy means of recreation. About 350 
of them in chargs of their attendants 
were enjoying the divorsion thus afforded 
them when the cry of * fire” arose, and 
flames and smoke poured in upon thom 
with bewildering suddenness, A stam- 
pede was the result, and the attendants 
had scarcely time to realize the situation 
when the room was filled with leaping fire 
and dense smoke, As soon asthe first 
excitement had abated the attendants 
made a courageous rush into the 
suffocating smoke and rescued all they 
could of the unfortunates who had been 
overcome, The bodies of six insane women 
who had met death by aspbyxia and burn- 
ing were recovered and three more were 
found in an injured condition. The fire 
started at the laundry, a one story build- 
ing which adjoins the wing in which the 
chapel is located. The prompt response 
and active work of tho firemen prevented a 
disastrous spread of the flames. The loss 
to property will fail below $25,000.

WIMAN'S DELUSIONS, 


In his speech at Brampton on the 13th 
inst., Mr, Wiman said ; ; 

. ’ i ) young Canadians io 
ohh ee pa in ‘all Likelihood 
would atill be in our midst if it were not 
for the cramped environment in which when 
they had reached manhood they found them- 
solves, Butitwas not to the young man 
alone that this policy commended itself. 

There was nothing in the history of the 

world that paralleled the expansion and 

progress of the United States. Canada lay 
alongside of the greatest money-gotting, 
money-making, money spending aggregate 
of humanity on the earth. And yet we ad 
agreed to cut ourselves off from this groat 
money-making and money qpending oom- 
munity ! is 
Young men of an adventurous disposition 
invariably aoek the largest field for their 
enterprise; but only a small proportion 
succeed better than they would at home— 
the majority much worse. Many thou- 
sands of young Canadians who are now in 
the States would come home were they not 
ashamed of failure, and others have not the 
means, When the old reciprocity treaty 
was in force the migration of Canadians 
was much greater than it is now, and it 
would be still greater under commercial 
union, because of the destruction of many 
of our industries which now afford them 
profitable employment. Scotland and Eng- 
land have the same tariff, and yot there 
are probably a million of Scotchmen in 
England, who have gone thither for the 
same reason as Canadians go to the States. 
Asto the money-getting and money-spend- 
ing of our neighbors there can be no doubt. 
They are, however, a ‘‘cute” people and 
will not enter into any trade arrangement 
with Canada unless they can make money 
out of it, which Mr, Wiman, when he ad- 
dreases them, tells them they will succeed 
in doing, Theyhave great fortunes and 
diré poverty amongst» them, and the net 
result is that Canadians are as well off as 
they are, and do nearly twice as much for- 
eign trade per head of the population. So 
there is nothing in this argument to induce 
us to abandon to the United States the 
control of our tariff. 

Mr. Wiman further said : 

It seemed extraordinary, and wt in his 
opinion an angel could not wish Canadians 
a better wish than that they, and whatever 
they could produce, should have frew access 
to this maryellous money-making, monvy- 
spending community, He had never yet 
hearda single argument worthy of the 
name why they should cut themselves off 
from this ineatimably valuable privilege. 

Mr. Wiman surely knows that Oanada 
did not cut herself off from the United 
States—that it was the latter country which 
abrogated the reciprocity treaty and the 
fishery clause of the Washington treaty. 
We are afraid, however, that Mr. Wiman 
has no regard for the truth ~a belief which 
is confirmed by the following wild state- 
ment with which he followed the above : 


He made the statement, and they might 
say it was a bold one, but he could prove 
it, that there was no land in Ontario that 
would not be increased in value at least 
$25 an acre under Commercial Union. 


Considering that the value of farming 
land in the Eastern and Middle States is 
declining because the farming industry has 
ceased to be profitable because of the com- 
petition of the western states; that the 
amount of incumbrance by way of mortgage 
on those lands is rapidly increasing; and that 
the situation in Ontario is exactly the re- 
verse because our farmers are protected 
from the competition of the western states, 
to which they would be exposed under 
commercial union, it is aa clear as reason 
can make it that Mr. Wiman’s statoment 
is exactly the reverse of the truth. It can 
be placed in the same category as his ab- 
surd twaddle about ‘‘broilers” and eggs, 
the free admission of which to the United 
States market he held up as a great 
inducement, when the fact is that for 
several years past the United States 
have not levied any duty on those articles, 
Mr. Wiman ought by this time to have 
learned that the people of Canada are not 
to be deceived by cock-and-bull stories, and 
he will find that fact, not falsehood and ig- 
norant assumption, will carry the day if his 
wild project should ever be submitted to 


the electors of the Dominion.

A-Paulo Predicted, 
WHAT THR RAILWAY BXTENSION AND REAL 
RESTATE OKAZE WILL RESULT LN, 

Sr. Louis, Oct, 14.—Mr, Chauncey M. 
Depew, president of the Now York Central 
Railway, was hero yosterday, and in an 
interview expressed his opinion that the 
real ostate speculation craze, and the con- 
struction of 5,000 miles of railway that 
aro not needed will bring upon the country 
a financial panic, The over consteuction 
of railways will encail a loss of over one 
hundred millions of dollars, which some- 
body must bear. Tho propurtics may bo 
made profitable in ton or twelve years, but 
the original investors will cortuinly lose 
their money. The real estate crazo will 
produce greater disaster because 80 mavy 
more persons aredirectly interested. Jn 
some localities fancy prices are being paid 
for town lots which for twenty years yet 
will be fit only for agricultural purposes. 
From 25 to50 percent of the purchase 
money for these lots is being paid in cash, 
the property being mortgaged for the 
balance — consequently when the crash does 
come the cash paynents will be swept 
away by dopreciation in values, and the 
mortgages will also be worthless, so that a’l 
concerned will suffer.

The Indiana Disaster, 
PRINCIPAL POINTS OF THE CORONER'S VEK- 
DICT, 


Vavraraiso, Ind., October 14.—The 
Coroner has not yet completed his verdict 
of the Kouts disaster, but the principal 
points are knowp. The coroner places the 
blame for the accident principally on the 
train despatcher and management for per- 
mitting a fast freight to run so close on a 
passenger train, whose engine was disabled; 
on Dorsey, the engineer of the freight, for 
running at the rate of twenty to twenty- 
five miles, as the evidence showed, and not 
keeping a close luokout, having known that 
a train with a crippled engine was not far 
ahead of him, and algo on the management, 
the train despatcher and Conductor Parks, 
of the express, for the latter’s not knowing 
or the management not informing him that 
a fast freight was only from two to three 
minutes in his rear.

Hauvax, N. S., October 14.—A special 
from St. Pierre says that 500 men engaged 
in the fisheries returned to France this 
week. Of the 360 vessels employed, 140 
came direct from France. Over 6,000 men 
were employed on theae vessels.

‘The best possible evidence of the falsity 
of the above dastardly insinuations is con- 
tained in the speech which Mr. Chamber- 
lain, Britain’s chief commissioner, made 
before his constituents immediately after 
his appointment : 

The maintenance of good relations be- 
tween our most powerful kinsfolk and our- 
solyes must surely be a matter ot earnest 
derire to every patriotic Englishman (hear, 
hear), and, for my part, I say 1 cannot be- 
lieve that any differences have arisen or can 
possibly arise between two such nations 
which cannot be the subject of honorable 
and amicable settlement. (*‘t Hear, hear,” 
and cheers.)

> nearly five millions of people, and these 
five millions of people already take of your 
manufactures and of your merchandise five 
times as much per head as is consumed by 
the citizens of the United States of America, 
I do not say that the idea of confederation 
of the Empiro which has so deeply stirred 
the imagination of some of our statesmen 
is yet within the reach of practical politics; 
but I do say that anything that can draw 
closer the ties which connect the mother 
country with the self-governing colonies 
is a good thing for every member of the 
great Anglo-Saxon family (hear, hear) 
and is an additional pledge and guaranteo 
for the peace and civilization of the world. 
(Cheers. ) 

Whilst hopeful of a satisfactory result to 
the Jabors of this commission, we are not, 
owing to the hostility of the Senate of the 
United States towards Presidont Cleveland's 
administration, disposed to place our hopes 
very high in that connection.

Perhaps one might theorize about char 
acter from favorite drinks as much as [row 
‘palmistry” or handwriting, Let us see. 

Napoleon had the hoart, if ovora tan had, 
of adespot, Ho drauk strong black coffee, 
the Sultan's drink, and Chambertin, tho rich 
wind of princes, 

Cromwell and George of Clarence were 
both ambitious, with vory opposite endings, 
Both loved Malmaey, which tradition assorts 
drowned the lattor in the Jewel Tower. 

Richolieu, tho cold, crafty, calculating 
cardinal, loved the thin red wine of Modoc. 

Tho magnificent and high-spirited mon- 
archs, Henry VILL, and Francis of France, 
loved what Falstaff holds to be so inspirit- 
ing—namely ,‘a good sherris sack.” 

Kdmund Kean’s erratic magniticent gon- 
ius and mad careir Wero vourished on 
brandy, which wa*, indeed, life to the un- 
huppy tragediay. Doran tells us that after 
his return, utterly breken, in 1827, only 
Oonstant glasses of **brown brandy, Vory 
hot avd very strong,” ¢nabled him to get 
through his acolia*. 

Addison's polish¢d equable essays were 
wricten on moderate potations of excellent 
claret. 

Oharles Lamb, most perennially charm- 
ing of essayists, was a thorough Londoner 
in heart,and his favorite drink was genuine 
London porter. 

Pitt dud Etdon, who represented the 
older order of things, both loved port, of 
which the chancellor could drink three 
bottles. 

Pator the Great was & genius and equally 
a barbarian, with a fery temper and un- 
bribed will, We are not surprised, speak- 
ing as theorists, to ind that. his. favorite 
beverage was brandy with pepper. 

Kiog John was an unbridled and fiercely 
cruel tyrant. And if, asG. R. Sims says 
in one of his graphic stories, a man’s dis- 
ordered liver can make hima fiend, what 
wonder? For King John loved draughts

He loved in moderation 
punch and port wine, and by his own des- 
cription was ‘a hardened and shameless 
tea drinker, whose kettle had seldom time 
to cool,” 

One cannot theorize about Porson, the 
famous Greek scholor, sho, it is said,could 
‘*cap ” from memory any line quoted from 
the three Greek tragedians, A schuylus, 
Sophocles, or Euripides, for he drank any- 
thing. Indeed, it is said, in a lady's 
absence with the keys, he vowed, much to 
her husband's annoyance, that she hada 
private bottle of wine, and, rummaging 
about, found one, still more to his friend’s 
annoyance,of which he drank the contents. 
He left on the lady’s return. Her husband, 
having mentioned this in a yexed manner, 
she said, ** Good heavens ! Lt was the bottle 
of spirits for the lamp.” 

Sir Astley Cooper, the great surgeon, 
(who in 1815 received during the various 
mosths of the year $21,000 in fees,) and 
who slaving at his profession 12 hours 
daily, said he vould digest anything but 
** sawdust,” drank two tumblers of water 
at dinner and two glasses—never exceeding 
them—of port wine afterward. 

Talleyrand’s cold and dissimulating na- 
ture was summed up in his advice to his 
subordinates, *Aboveall, no zeal!” His 
favorite potation was claret in moderate 
glasses. 

Henri Quatre, France’s favorite mon- 
arch, whose chivalrous memory even the 
fierce republican mobs of 1792 at first re- 
spected, loved the wines of Surennes, and 
never, asa rule, drank anything else. 

Byron was fond of two very different 
potations, which, perhaps one might fan- 
cifully say, was typical of his two styles of

A New Blovator, 

A curious elevator has beon proposed for 
use in the Hiffel tower, which it is propored 
to erect in Paris for the next exhibition, 
The tower is to be 984 feet high, and none 
of the ordinary forms of elevators could be 
used with safety. The plan proposed ix to 
construct in the interior of a cylindrical 
tower a spiral railway track,on which shall

OAN’T ESCAPE. 


Mr. Ross, the Minister of Education,has 
been trying to play fast and loose with the 
Woman's Vhristian Temperance Union, but 
he will not be allowed to escape. 

Near the close of the session of that 
body, which was held at Napanee last 
week,it was ordered that a telegram should 
be sent to the Minister of Education, asking 
him whether the use of the new temperance 
text book in the public schools is to be 
optional or compulsory. The result of 
this inquiry we copy from the report of the 
proceedings of the Union at the last day's 
seasion ; 

At the afternoon session the following 
telegram was read from Hon. Mr. Ross in 
reply to the one sent him yesterday :— 

** The following is the new regulation re- 
specting temperance in the public schools : 

‘he nature and effect ofalcohol upon the 
system, and the importance of temperance 
and the strict obedience of the laws of 
health, as set forth in the authorized Text 
Book, should form part of the regular in- 
struction of the school from the second form 
upwards, and should be taught either by 
the use of text books or otherwise as 
thoroughly as any other subject on the pro- 
gramme.” 


Messrs. Mackenzie Bowoll, Thos. White, 
Geo. E. Foster, J. A. Chapleau and Sir A.

EDI TURAL BREVETIES, 


The commercial union project having 
been condemned by those who have author- 
ity to speak on behalf of the British and 
Canadian Governments, what are the pro- 
fessedly loyal advocates of that impos- 
sible scheme going to do about it? 


Mr. Livingston, the Liberal member for 
South Waterloo, is strongly opposed to 
commercial union, As a loyal subject of 
Her Majesty, he would not favor a union 
which meant death to our manufactures, 
and annexation to the United States. 
Those who favored the scheme he consider- 
ed would be showing more common sense 
were they at once to remove to the other 
side, and not to try to take this fair Canada 
of ours along with them. 


The Mail professes to disbelieve the cor- 
rectness of ‘‘tho theory, dating from the 
seventeenth century,” that ‘*the country 
‘* which livea within itself without foreign 
‘*trade is always prosperous,” any country 
acting on which would be ‘as prosperous, 
**no doubt, as the individual family would 
**be which should undertake to boycott the 
‘rest of the community and adopt the 
‘methods of Robinson Crusoe.” And yet, 
with its usual inconsistency, it proposes to 
shut the whole family of nations out of our 
market and deal only with the United 
States ! 


The Toronto World says: ‘* Mr. J. F. 
Mathieson of Collingwood, who is a strong 
Grit, was interviewed by a Globe reporter 
on the commercial union question. The 
first answer given by Mr. Mathieson floor- 
ed the reporter and he cleared without 
making further enquiries. That answer 
was to the effect that O. U. would ruin the 
country, In regard to Collingwood, Owen 
Sound and other lake ports on Lake Huron 
and Georgian Bay, these would become 
literally bankrupt. Jt is the upper lake 
trade that gives them the life they now en- 
joy,and were commercial union in existence 
all the trade handled by them would pass 
to the merchants of Duluth, Detroit, Cleve- 
land, Buffalo and other American cities. 
Mr. Mathieson states he would never vote 
for a Liberal candidate who supported com- 
mercial union. No national funeral for 
him.” 

On the receipt of the telegram the Exe- 
cutive Committee met and discussed it. 1t 
was said that in every line could be seen 
work of an adroit politican, and that 
no rest would be given the matter until.a 
clear aud definite reply was extracted from 
the Minister. In the event of the use of 
the text book being optional, an agitation 
campaign and strong measures was suggest- 
ed, It was decided to bring the question 
toan‘issue and fight it through. When 
read to the conyention tho vagueness of 
the telegram caused much disappointment 
and chagrin. It was determined to have a 
arena reply on which decided action could 

taken, and the following reply was im- 
mediately despatched. 

** Hon. Minister of Education : 

“In answer to telogram received, we still 
understand that teaching of scientific tem- 
perance instruction in the schools is op- 
tional. . Does word ‘should’ in the telegram 
mean ‘shall’ or ‘must’? Please reply at 
once. Conyention awaiting answer. Sign: 
ed on behalf of five thousand women of 
Ontario, for God and home and native

Escaped tn Night Rubes, 


SEVENTY INMATES HURRIED OUT OF A RIDGE- 
TOWN HOTEL, 


Rivertown, Oct. 17.—There was a vory 
narrow escape from a frightful holocaust 
here. On Sunday morning about six 
o'clock Simmons, clerk in the Grand Cen- 
tral hotel, discovered the barber shop in 
the basoment in flames.

The Luctgen, 


A yery succossful demonstration of its 
groat lightiog powers Was rec ently given at 
the Crystal Palace, Tho method of pro 
ducing this light consists in forming an in- 
timato mixture of air and minutely divided 
oil particles, rcsultiog, when ignited, ina 
continuous, steady flame of great brightness, 
The mechaniam, which is very s.mple, is 
worked by a small supply of compressed air, 
and the fame is under perfect control by 
As the light is pro 
duced by the combustion of crude and waste 
vils, its coatia, by actugs measurement by 
the oflicial gas analyst for Glasgow, found 
to bo from one-tenth to oac-twelfth the cost 
of gas, aud about one-twentioth that of 
elevtric light of the same actual candle 
power, It is stated that an area of half a 
square mile can be flooded with light equal 
to daylight, at an exponditure of one shil- 
ling and threepence per hour, As shown 
at the Orystal Palace, the lucigen illustrated 
very perfectly tho great volume of light it 
is capablo of giving out. Lt was found that 
ordinary manuscript could be read at a dis- 
tance of 150 paces froma jet which was 
stated to cost 3d. per hour. The great value 
of this light lies in its diffusiyoness, which 
adapta it so admirably for dso on works or 
where any outdoor operations have to be 
carried on at night. ‘The true principles of 
useful lighting, 1t w uld seem, are only now 
beginning to be understood, It has always 
beon cverlooked that the’eye is the first 
factor in determining the succese of illu- 
mination, as itis by the aid given to ac- 
curate siht that work is to be done. Now, 
the amount of light the eye will receive 
dypends on the size of the pupil, and the 
latter depends on the intensity of the 
source of light, and not on the amount of 
light given out. Should the intensity bo 
great, the pupil closes so asto protect the 
delicate retina from injury, and hence the 
eye receives little of the light reflected 
from surrounding articles, and the illumin- 
ation appears very bad, Should the 
intensity be low, then the pupil does not 
close nearly so much, and surrounding 
articles seem much better illuminated. 
Hence a naked arc lamp in a room is so 
blinding that work cannot be done ; but 
when an opalescent globe is placed over it, 
so as to reduce the intensity, the eye sees 
details in the room much better, although 
the opalescent globe has cut off three 
quarters of the light. Looked at in the 
light of these explanations, the effect of the 
lucigen may be imagined, as it is said to 
produce a flame of 3,000 actual candle 
power, or equal to six large are lamps, 
while its radiative surface ia about 350 
square inches as against ono equare inch 
of thearc lamp. Theresult is that the} 
lucigen gives alight of a quantity highly 
effective for working purposes. 

The lucigen marks the latest advance in 
the history of the production of light from 
carbonaceous substances, as not only does 
it raise the carbon particles to the most 
intense white heat, but the form of the 
flame is such as to retain them in that 
condition for the longest period. The 
lucigen has been adopted at a large number 
of works in this country, including those of 
the Fort Bridge, and it is also in the 
French government for military operations.

Big Binze in Napanee. 
DESTRUCTION OF THE RENNIE BLOUK—HEAVY 
LOSSES OF THE OCCUPANTS —NEARLY ALL 
THE STOCK CONSUMED, 


Napanee, Oct. 18.—The boot and shoe 
atore of Rose & Co., in the Rennie block, 
was discovered on fire about 11:45 to-night, 
The fire was confined to the stores of Rose 
& Co., boots and shoes; Lahey, McKenly & 
Oo., dry goods, aud J. H, Gallagher, book- 
store. Ivose & Co. occupied the corner store 
for boots and shoes and gents’ furnishings, 
and their loss will probably be $5,000 or 
$6,000, reported insured. Lahey, McKenly 
& Co, lose from $15,000 to $17,000, insured 
for about $10,000, J. H. Gallagher's loss 
is about $3,000, insured for $1,000. The 
Express printing oftice came next and was 
badly damaged, The loss on the buildings, 
known as the Rennie block, owned by Mr. 
John Rennie, of Toronto, is about $15,- 
000 ; insurance not known, Lahey, Mc- 
Konly & Co, and Mr. Gallagher had just 
received their fall and Christmas goods. 
Some damage was doneto the plate glass 
of the surrounding buildings, but the wind 
being light the fire brigade were fortunate 
in confining the conflagration to the two 
buildings uamed. No stock worth men- 
tioning was saved from any of the stores.

THE LONDON * STATIST” ON THE 


KAILMOAD SITUATION, 
(Statist, October 1.) 

The merits, and, indeed, the facts, as to 
the above question have, for Englishmen, 
buen so obscured by the oxtremoly strong 
language and double barreled phrases of the 
Canadian disputantss and by the ex parte 
assertions of anonymous writers in the Eug- 
lish press, that it is arolief to have put into 
one’s hands a succinct and temperate stato- 
mont such as that whieh bears the signature 
of the president of the Canadian Paciiic 
Railway, and which has just reached Lon- 
don, 

A good doal of sympathy was at first lay- 
ished upon the Manitobans, while it was 
supposed—and their friends allowed the 
supposition to gain currency—that the pro- 
vince was entirely cut off from connection 
with the United States, and was manfully 
atruggling for the right to travel as well as 
treftic by an altogether unused and forbid- 
don route, Butit was s00n discovered that, 
so far from this being the case, Winnipeg 
already possesses by two lines of railway and 
a navigable rivera threefold connection with 
the forbidden territory. Then the advocates 
of a projected railway to Duluth announced 
that all that Manitoba wanted was access to 
Lake Superior ; but the bold assertion, rest- 
ing as it did upon the ignoring of the exist- 
ing railway from Port Arthur to Winnipeg, 
was soon flattened out. Then the attacking 
force fell back on the assertion that all 
these railways werein thy hands of one 
company, whose rates were oppressive and 
ruinous, This assertion is met by a flat 
contradiction by the company, who appeal 
to a comparison between the rates on their 
own and on the American systems of rail- 
ways that aro similarly situated, and the 
president states the tariff rates'are approv- 
ed by the Government year by year, ‘being 
subject to annual revision, and no com- 
plaint of these rates has ever been mado to 
the Railway committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil.” It is, indeed, obvious that to exact 
rates which rendered agriculture and trade 
unprofitable in the Northwest would be an 
absolutely suicidal policy for the Canadian 
Pacific railway to adopt, and the president 
may be believed when he says :— 

“It has been the aim of the compapy to 
so adjust its tariffs that the settlers in the 
Canadian Northwest should receive more 
for the products of their farms, and pay 
less for fuel and no more for the other nec- 
essaries of life than settlers similarly situ- 
ated in the United States, and that it has 
succeed in this is clearly shown by a com- 
parison of prices with the neighboring sec- 
tions of Minnesota and Dakota. ‘The com- 
pany has also dealt in the most liberal 
manner with all the independent railway 
erterprises in the Northwest, and the 
building and operation of at least two of 
these would have been impossible but for 
its co.operation and liberality.” 

And this assertion is incidentally corro- 
borated by a Minnesota paper now before 
us, which, giving some wholesome adyice 
to the Winnipeggers, says :— 

‘*They should take into consideration 
that they have a more liberal railroad to 
deal with than we at St. Vincent, proved 
by the fact that in previous years maby of 
the farmers of Dakota and St. Vincent paid 
ten cénts duty on their wheat to sell it in 
Manitoba, and that all last winter wheat 
was selling at a higher price at Emerson, 
Manitoba, than at St. Vincent, Minnesota.” 

Still} a good “cry,” like a good lie, takes 
a deal of killing ; give it half an hour to 
start and you will never ride it down. And 
soon ‘‘No Monopoly” Mr, Norquay still 
hopes to win, 

In England, however, Manitoba's friends 
take the high ground that the ‘gallant litule 
province’ is contending solely for her con- 
atitutional rights, and the wishes of the ma- 
jority onght, ina free country, to prevail. 
Sir Georga Stephen has something to say 
on this head too. Granting that the con- 
stitution of the old Province of Manitoba, 
conceded to it in 1870, cannot be curtail- 
ed by a charter granted by the Dominion 
Parliament in 1881, and granting also, that 
by the constitution each province has the 
right to undertake public works, including 
railways, within its own borders, there is 
yet a constitutional bar to the extension’ of 
the Red River Valley railroad which its 
supporters have kept out of sight, but 
which Sir George drags to light. He says: 

** Article 15 of the contract provided that 
for twenty years the Dominion Government 
should not authoize the construction of any 
line of railway running south from the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific railway to any 
point within fifteon miles of the interna- 
tional boundary. 

‘* It is asserted and widely believed that 
this'clause has no effect in the original pro- 
vince of Manitoba; but the British North 
America act, which settled and defined the 
constitution of Canada, distinotly assigns 
to the juriediction of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment all matters not specilically delegated 
to the Provincial Legislatures, and the 
power to legislate concerning railways ex- 
tending beyond the international boundary, 
or intended to connect with other lines at 
such boundary, is nowhere in the constitu- 
tion given to the provinces, 

** Whether or not the fifteen-mile limit 
applios to the original province of Mani 
toba, the matter of a railway connection at 
the international boundary is clearly with- 
in the control of the Dominion and as clear 
ly beyond the power of tho provinos.” 

If Manitoba has the right to build to,but 
not to cross, the frontier, if the reat ef the 
Dominion has detormined that no crossing 
of the frontier shall at presont be tolorated, 
undoubtedly the ‘attor is within its rights, 
and is acting wisely, in interposing its veto 
now rather than waiting until more serious 
trouble and, perhaps, international compli- 
cations arise at the boundary itself, 

That ultimately, perhaps ina very short 
time, the ‘*monopoly clause,” as itis cal- 
lod, will either be surrendered or conimuted 
admtts of little doubt. What offect on the 
Cauadian Pacific its immediate abrogation 
would havo ia a matter of pure speculation, 

“It would bo absurd to urgo,” saya tho 
president, ‘that the completion of tho 
sixty-aix milos of railway undertaken by 
the Government of Manitoba would ruin 
the vast Canadian Pacilicsystom, but its 
construction would be A violation of the 
contract with this company, and tho 
directors feel it to be their duty tomaintain 

the rights of the company in the matter in 
every logitimate way.”

fermont—the ory of monopoly aud oxtorion- 
ato rates ; sensational articles in the local 
press ; unfair and false compariwons of 
ratos ; lufammatory rpocches and ap 
peals to prejudice The local political 
partios have vied with each other in 
securing to themselves the support of the 
malcontents, and this has resulted in the 
undertaking by the provincial Government 
to construct aline of railway to the inter- 
national boundary, whero it has agreed to 
make a connection with a line advancing 
northward from the Northern Pacific rail- 
way, and which is supposed to be building 
under the auspices of that company.” 

On the faith of the clause that secured 
the new line from premature and danger- 
ous competition, the Canadian Pacific com- 
pany bound itself to build a railway through 
a stretch of country that must remain for 
some time comparatively unremunerative, 
On this faith they raised the necessary 
capital ; and they may with justice call 
upon the Dominion Government to protect 
the rights which they claim are secured to 
them by act of Parliamont, as well as by 
their charter. This the Dominion Parlia- 
ment has, by a very large majority,author- 
ized and instructed the executive to do; 
and it seems to on-lookers that for the Man- 
itobans to spend so much time in_black- 
guarding a company which is protecting 
what it considors its shareholders’ rights is 
puerile. Behind the company stands the 
Dominion Government, behind the Gov- 
ernment Parliament, behind the Parliament 
the people of Canada. If the poople of 
Manitoba hrve rights, tho people of the 
rest of Canada have riglite also. It is their 
money that has created Manitoba, They 
have spent this money, not merely to en- 
able certain persons to get rich in the North- 
west, but in the pursuit of a definite and 
far-seeing policy ; and apparently they do 
not intend thata very small minority, whose 
motives seem more influenced by self-in- 
terest than a regardfor the general good, 
should upset that policy by any high-hand- 
ed proceedings, carried on though they be 
under the guise of protecting the rights of 
the people. 

Latest advices indicate that the proposed 
railway is already ia such financial straits 
that work is practically stopped. Let us 
hope that time will be given tor the agita- 
tion to subside, and at least some sensible 
compromise to be arrived at. Manitoba is 
not in such a roung financial condition that 
she can afford to waste money in needless 
and unremunerative public works, and she 
would do well to reflect that agitation such 
as this, such as was promoted by the Far- 
mers’ union two years ago, and such little 
outbursts as the Winnipeg boom do not 
encourage investors Lo place their funds or 
emigrants their persons in a country appar- 
ently so over-ridden by low-claas politicians, 
s0 exposed to taxation incurred for useless 
schemes, and so lacking in that reposv 
which indicates conscious progress and en- 
courages heavy trade.

UUR HONURED DEAD. 


The unexpected announcement of tho 

death of Chiof Justice Wallbridge, which 
reached ua this morning, has caused a doep 
pang of grief in this, his native city, of which 
ho was the most distinguished son. Tho 
career of Lewis Wallbridge, which is out- 
lined elsewhere, was a remarkable one, and 
such as to cast lustre on tho place of his 
birth, whose people had fora number of 
years watched bis upward progress with 
warm interest, With none of the advan- 
tages which wealth confers, he by the sheer 
force of his ability, fought his way to high 
and honorable distinctions—as momber of 
tho Legislature, as Solicitor General, as 
Speakor of the Assembly— and his career 
culminated in appointmont by the present 
Government as Chief Justice of Manitoba. 
In all of these positions Mr. Wallbridgo 
appeared to great advantage, and his 
services to the publio—taken as a wholo 
throughout his long life—will not soon 
bo forgotten. In socinl life, too, he 
will long be remembered, for a more kind- 
ly, genial gentloman did not exist. Our 
esteemed friend, although the measure of 
his years and of his honors was full, has ye 
departed unexpectedly, A few weeks ago 
he was to be seen on the streets of his be- 
loved Belleville, seemingly the very per- 
sonification of vigorous health, but an in- 
sidious disease sapped the springs of life 
and, after a brief prostration, hurried him 
to the grave. Peace to his manes, 


AN ENQUIRER ANSWERED. 


Mr. J. J. B, Flint has published a very 
long letter on the subject of commercial 
union. Mr. Flint’s conclusion is that he 
does not see why, because Canada is a 
colony of Great Britain, she should no; 
make the best commercial union that she 
can with the United States for her own in- 
terests. Still, with regard to the project 
under discussion, he isas yet a student, 
not haying educated himself ‘‘sufticiently 
upon the question to be able to say that 
the present advocated treaty is for the best 
interests of Canada.” 

The ground covered by Mr. Flint’s let- 
ter has been thoroughly gone over in the 
press, but we will answer his candid in- 
quiry as tothe making by Canada of a 
commercial treaty which would discrimin- 
ate against Great Britain, by stating that 
she has not the power to do so. The 
treaty making power rests with Great 
Britain, whose organ, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, has declared that, in order to carry 
out such a project, the Dominion must 
separate from the mother country. At the 
same time, Canada has been given power 
to provide for reciprocity in natural pro- 

ducts, as under the Elgin treaty, and a 
proyision to this effect has for upwards of 
eight yeara stood upon our statute books, 
without response from the United States, 

One error which Mr. Flint has fallen in- 
to we take it uponus to correct, namely, 
as to the position of Nova Scotia on the 
subject of repeal. [tis true that at the 
provincial election of 1886 a large ma- 
jority of the members returned to the As- 
sembly were ir favor of the repeal of the 
union; but in February last, when the is- 
sue was squarely placed before the people 
of the province, they returnel 16 Con- 
federates and but 5 antis, and of these lat- 
ter two or three were elected by very slen- 
der majorities, The Conseryatives have, 
since the general election, retained Hants, 
the member for which had died, and will 
probably win one or two more seats, the 
late Grit occupants of which have been un- 
seated. Repeal is very, very deadin Nova 
Scotia, and any arguments which may be 
founded upon its supposed vitality are 
lacking in the essential of-correct premises,

Attompted Marder and Robbory, 


A MAN ONLY SAVES A MAN FROM DROWNING 
TO THKOW HIM BACK IMTO THE 
WATEBK AGAIN, 


Adolphe Belard of Beloeil was accused 
of a most distardly and inhuman act this 
morning before Judge Desnoyera. Mr. 
Gaspard ‘roullette, hotel keepor of 
Chamley, who appeared as complainant, 
acoused him of robbery and attempt of 
murder under tho following siogular 
circumstances: On Monday afternoon 
whilst fishing in the Chambly basin op 
posite Beloeil, Mr. Troullette’s yacht was 
suddenly capsized by an unexpected gust 
of wind. Mr, Troullette, who is about 50 
years old and of portly stature, however, 
did not lose his presence of mind, but held 
on to the boat until it drifted within about 
ahundred yards of the shore, when ho 
noticed a man putting out in a small boat 
and pulling towards him. That man was 
the prisoner. After beingas comfortably 
esconced in the boat as the circumstances 
permitted, Mr. Troullette pulled out of 
his pocket a roll of bills amounting to $155, 
and as the bills were completely soaked he 
asked Belard to give him a dry handker- 
chief to put around the bills, which the 
latter did. At that moment Mr. Troullette 
felt faint from his exertion, and no sooner 
had he made a motion to lie down, than, 
as Mr, Troullette stated, Belard seized bim 
and threw him out of the boat into the 
water, and hastily made off to the land, but 
not before he hadsecured the roll of bills 
which Mr, Troullette had in his hand at 
thetime he began to feel faint. The 
contact with the cold water partially 
revived the old gentleman, but he had only 
strength enongh to drag himself to a _pro- 
jecting atone, where he was later on picked 
upby two bridgemen named Dion and 
Domingue, who took him home, where he 
arrived speechless and almost dead from 
fatigue. 

When brought before the Magistrate 
this morning and charged with attempted 
murder and robbery, he pleaded not guilty. 
He was senttothe Court of Queen's Bench, 
The accused is 20 years old, and has been 
married a year,—Montreal Star, Oct. 19th.

the Legislative Assembly, and was defoat- 

ed. In 1857 he was ogain a Consorvative 

candidate against the late Benjamin F, 

Davy. it was a memorable contest, and 

Mr. Wallbridge was elected by a good ma- 

In the House he cast his lot with 

the Reform party. In 1861 he was re- 

elected as a Reform candidate, defeating 
Col, Jas. Brown. Under the John Sanfeld 

Macdonsld administration in 1863 he took 

office as solicitor general for Canada West» 

and was returned by his constituents with- 

out opposition, He held that position 
for but a ehort period. Atthe opening of 
the session in 1864 he was elected Speaker 
of the Assembly. The House was so oven- 
ly divided that the Speaker's vote alone kept 
his party in power. This dead lock brought 
about the provincial conference which re- 
sulted in the Confederation of 1867. He 
was the first Speaker in the New House at 
Ottawa. In 1867 he retired from public 
life, but in 1878 he accepted the Conserva- 
tive noiminatiun against his old opponent 
Col. Browv, by whom he was defeated. 
During his political eareer Mr. Wallbridge 
pussed through some of the most trying 
crises in the history of the country. 

As a lawyer he had a large practice, pos- 
sessing peculiar skill in land and chancery 
cases and he had acknowledged ability as a 
criminal lawyer. In those departments he 
stood at the top of the ladder, with few, if 
any,equals, At the time of his appointment 
as Chief Justice of Manitoba, in December, 
1882, he had the largest practice and was 
the legal authority for this section of the 
country. His keen intellect and ripe judg- 
ment admirably fitted him for his high 
oftice, which he was destined to fill for so 
short a time. 

In ecclesiastical matters Mr. Walbrid ze 
took, for many years, a prominent part. 
A zealous member of the Church of Eng- 
land, he was annually elected to the Synod, 
in the delibeations of which he tooka 
prominent part, his views being those 
which are known as Low Church. 

As a politician he wos acknowledged asa 
man of ability, but did not possess the same 
lustre in the political arena that distin- 
guished him at the bar, but he was regard- 
ed with interest by both parties. He was 
a keen, intelligent, forcible speaker, was 
possessed of tact and usually carried con- 
viction, the result being gained more by 
indisputable logic than brilliancy. As a 
man he was possessed of a kind, genial na- 
ture, which never failed te attract friend- 
ships ; free in charity and courteous to all. 
By his friends he was as highly esteemed 


for his genial ways as he was by the public 
forhis ability. His last legal holidays were 
spent in this city. He was hearty and act- 
ive, and apparently enjoying exceptionally 
good health. His sudden demise brings 
forcibly to mind the oft emphasized words, 
** In the midst of life we are in death.” De- 
ceased was unmarried.

Hints for October, 

Roor Crors —Potatoes should be dug at 
once, and put into the cellar after having 
been well dried so thatthe soil which ad- 
heres to them will easily rattle off. They 
should be carefully assorted to prevent She 
possibility of any being putin which have 
cominenced to decay, as one -rotten tuber 
in the bin or barrel may be the cause of 
rotting many others around it. Unfor- 
tunately there seems to be many infected, 
this year and no Jocality and but few fields 
are exempt. It will be well to save many 
of those which have usually been rejected 
as too small for market, not only because of 
the possibility of coming scarcity and con- 
sequent high prices, but because the me- 
dium and smaller sizes do not seem to be 
as badly affected with the decay as are the 
larger ones, and it may be that we must 
depend for our seed anothor season upon 
those which in an ordinary year would have 
been fed out to the animals, 

Beets and carrots also should be haryest- 
ed soon, although they may seem to be 
growing yet. They do not bear freezing at 
all, and areinjured by heavy frosts, al- 
though they may be partially protected 
from the firat frost by their abundant 
leaves. But they should be harvested im- 
mediately if frost kills those leaves, as the 
decaying leaf quickly causes decay of the 
root if not removed at once, 

Cabbages and turnips are not injured 
even by freezing, and may remain until 
next month. If the cabbages are so well 
headed that there is danger of their crack- 
ing open if allowed to stand ao long, their 
growth can be checked by partially pulling 
thom up and tipping them to one side, so 
that only a few roots will remain unbroken 
in the soil. This will keep them in better 
condition until cold weather than they 
would keep in a cellar or pit. It is better 
to tip the top toward the north, as other- 
wise they might be injured by the sun dur- 
ing the hot days of the ** Indian Summer.” 

Apres AND CrpeR.—Apples and late 
pears should be harvested as quickly as pos- 
sible. ‘They will keep much better if not 
too ripe when taken from the tree, which 
isone reason why Northern grown fruit 
keeps longer than that grown in warmer 
climates. So much depends upon this that 
if two trees of the same variety are grown, 
one upon a southern sunny slope and the 
other upon the northern side of the hill or 
on the north side of a barn or other build- 
ing, it will be found that the latter, if pick- 
ed at the same timo, will keep without de- 
cay or loss of flavor much longer than the 
other. The increase of market value when 
fruit is carefully assorted and put up ia 
clean nice-looking boxes or barrels, instead 
of being put up in weather-stained, dirty 
barrels, all sizes together, just as they come 
from the trea, has been so persistently in- 
culcated that no wonders who they can be 
who send in such as are occasionally seen 
in our markets, but more frequently in 
small country markets than in larger cities; 
and we are forced to the conclusion that 
there are yet a few farmers who do not read 
agricultural papers, or strive to keep post- 
ed in their business. 

Those who make cider, even though it is 
not intended to be used as a beverage, but 
is to be converted into vinegar, should re- 
member that rotten apples and filth are not 
fit even for that use, and that a selection of 
sound fruit for that purpose, and a reputa- 
tion for cleanliness in the process of manu- 
facture, will eventually result in better 
prices, which will compensate for any re- 
duction of the quantity by reason of the 
rejection of decayed or poor fruit. Use 
good clean casks, andif they haye stood 
empty long put a cupful of baking soda and 
a few quarts of boiling water into each 
cask, and thoroughly rinse the inside with 
that, which will destroy any sourness or 
musty flavor which may bo there, Even 
new liquor casks will not be hurt by this, 
as there are those who like a little good 
cidor as a modicine or beverage who do not 
think it is improved by the flavor of 
atrongor liquors, 

When it is necessary to rfioll acask which 
has been used once for cider, tako a rag or 
stick which has been dipped in molted 
brimstone and allow it to burn inside the 
barrol, so that the fumes of the burning 
brimstone may ponetrate to all parts of the 
interior. This may be bost accomplished 
by placing the barrel upon one end and 
putting the burning match into the bung, 
and in a minuto or two reverse tho barrol. 

Next put ina gallon or so of cider, bung 
up tightly and shake the barrol well. This 
notonly purifies the cask, but improves 
the cider. All apples not fit for cider 
should be picked up and carted away to 
some distance from the orchards, where 
tho apple worms that they may contain will 
stand a chanoe of being destroyed, so that 
they may] not assist in porfecting a now 
crop of the codling moth to attack the fruit 
noxt yoar.>

Sure- 

ly England would never consent to such an 

arrangement. Again England has shown 

her appreciation of our great continental 

highway by granting a subsidy of nearly a | 
quarter of a million dollars annually, for 
the purpose of opening up and maintain- 
ing communication with her eastern posses- 
sions by this route, Would she consent to | 
an arrangement which contained the most | 
remote’ possibility of allowing that great 
international route to drift into and under | 
the control ofa foreign power! If not, 
then Mr, Anderson is found in a position 
where ho must either abandon the project 
or find himself face to face with the home 
Government. Is there no taint of disloyalty 
in that? Mr. Anderson must know that 
the British Government will not listen to 
such a proposition, the Canadian Govern- 
ment will not support sucha scheme, and 
the Conservative party (as a party) will not 
support it. 

I presume Mr. Anderson has stood on the 
revetment wall in front of the city of Mont- 
real and watched with amazement the huge 
quantities of merchandise of every descrip- 
tion that have poured out of those 
enormous ocean  vossels, Now does 
Mr. A. realize that not one pound 
of all that merchandise could find | 
its way to Montreal under ‘ commor- 
cial union,” simply because with duty,ocean 
freight,insurance and other charges against 
them, we could buy 60% cheaper in the 
United States. There would not be sufli- 
cient traflic at that port to support a steam: 
ship line, and as New York would be the 
gate of this continent,owing to her central 
position and enormous wealth andintluence, 
any foreign goods which might find their 
way to this country would naturally come 
by that route. Does Mr. A. see no danger 
to British connection in this commercial 
isolation? Again, our great C. P. R. would 
dry up and die a natural death for want of 
traffic, and why? 

It is a wise maxim, ‘‘ make your market 
as near home as possible,” and this rule 
generally obtains. For instance, the pro- 
duots of the Western States pour into Chi- 
cago; Chicago sells the surplus to New York; 
New York exports whatever she don’t need 
athome. The product of western Ontario 
is gathered into Toronto; Toronto sells to 
Montreal; Montreal in turn sends to the 
lower provinces, and exports the surplus. 
Or nearer still to home; The barley of this 
district is bought by Belleville merchants ; 
Belleville merchants sell to Oswego; Os- 
wego distributes to New York, Philadel- 
phia, and other cities. Now Chicago is 
half the distance from Winnipeg that 
Montreal is. St. Paul and Minneapo 
lis, with their 125,000 or 150,000 inhabit- 
ants, are half way between Winnipeg and 
Chicago. Tho four western States, viz., 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa, 
by reason of their geographical position, 
the size and number of their towns and 
cities, the wealth and enterprise of their 
inhabitants would naturally be the market 
of Manitoba and the North West and as 
merchandise works after the same rule 
as produce they would naturally 
supply Manitoba and the North-West 
with the necessary merchandise suited for 
their requirements, With Duluth as the 
nearest lake port and Chicago, the metro- 
polis of the west, it ia easy to see tho direc- 
tion trade would take. lowa with her two 
millions, Minnesota with her million and a 
half, Wisconsin her two millions, Illinois 
with her three million inhabitants, with 
their respective cities say, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis 125,000, Milwaukee 150,000, 
Chicago 500,000, Desmoines, lowa 60,000, 
Lacrosse, Wis. 30,600, Peoria, Ill. 125,000, 
Madison, Wis, 50,000 and such cities as 
Watertown, Wis., Burlington, Dubuque 
and Waterloo, Ia., and towns almost with- 
out number in those four states with popu- 
lations of from 10 to 20 thousand. All 
these with their combined wealth and in- 
fluence must and would be the natural 
markets for the products of our great 
North-West, and from thence would be 
drawn their supply of merchandise and 
manufactures, So that we would be prac- 
tically cut off from commercial intercourse 
with the most important part of the Do- 
mioion (as the North-West must in the 
future become). What then becomes of the 
0. P,R.! Now what are Mr. A.'s argu- 
meuts in favor of C. U.? Dollars and 
cents, dollars and cents, neither he nor any 
of its advocates have ever laimed more for 
the measurethan dollaraandcents, Now Mr. 
A.isa Christian gentleman. Hepreachesthe 
Gospeland [respect Mr, A.and honorhisca!l- 
ing, but cannot Mr, Anderson find a better 
argument than dollara and cents?

It has leaked out that after Mr. Mowat 
had been chosen president of the confer- 
ence, yesterday, Mr, Norquay rose and de- 
linens a short, but exceedingly clear 
speech, in which he mentioned the awk- 
ward position Sir John had placed him in 
with regard the Red River Railway dis- 
pute, One of the delegates is authority for 
the statement that he made use of the _bit- 
terest terms when he referred to the Fed. 
eral authorities, He did not doubt that 
great good would result for the whole coun- 
try from the conference, and informed the 
delegates that, although he was a Conser- 
vative, they might rely upon him to en- 
dorse any measure that might go to benefit 
the provinces in particular and the whole 
Dominion, When one of the ministers of 
the local Cabinet met your correspondent 
he said; ‘That was a great speech of 
Norquay’s. Ho is with us entirely. His 
utterances made a great impression upon 
the other delegates who had no reason to 
expect so much from him.” After the sit- 
ting, which lasted only an hour and a half, 
the Quebec ministers entertained the dele- 
gates to one of those beautiful drives for 
which the vicinity of the city is so widely 
noted. 

A later despatch to the Mail says; ‘* Mr. 
Norquay is quite indignant at the presump 
tion which dictated the publication of the 
above in an evening paper here after it had 
been distinctly underatood that all proceed- 
ings at the Congress, should be private.

A Sbarp Reply 
FROM A CANADIAN M, P. WHOSE OPINION 
WAS ASKED ON COMMERCIAL UNION, 

Toxonto, Oct. 12, 1887,—Sixn: 1 have 
received your circ slar of Sept. 17 sent to 
me as # member of the House of Commons, 
enclosing a copy of aspeech delivered by 
you on Commercial Union, and asking an 
opinion upon it. 

I must tell you that I am utterly opposed 
toit, as, in my mind, Commercial Union 
simply means annexation, a result to be 
deplored by every true Canadian and un- 
likely to happen without the shedding ot a 
lot of Canadian blocd. We are now, do- 
spite what the advocates of Commercial 
Union say, a happy, prosperous and 
contented people. am positive no 
pecuniary advantage would accrue to 
Canada from Commercial Union ; 
but, even granting allthat you say as to 
the increased prosperity that it would bring 
tous, 1 would atill be opposedto it. We 
do not in Canada place as high a value upon 
the “almighty dollar” as do the Yankees, 
and we hope always to be Canadians, Why 
should we sever our connection with the 
Mother Country, which has in the past done 
8o much for us, for the sake of throwing in 
our lot with ajpeople who produce more bank 
thieves and embezzlers than any other 
country on tho globe, a people who care so 
little for{the sanctitylof the marriage tic that 
100 divorces a day have been granted in 
one city. To do so would be national 
suicide. No pecuniary advantage can ever 
outweigh our national life or our national 
honor. 

The appeals in favor of Commercial Union 
are all addressed to the pocket. 

But I have confidence in my fellow coun- 
trymen that they will place our national 
honor and our independence above all pe- 
cuniary considerations, A man worthy of 
the name will not sell his own honor, or his 
wife’s, or his daughter's, for money. Such

Last spring IL addressed a couple of letters 
to the public press upon this subject, with 
4 desire to call the attention of farmers and 
the public to the work the Ontario Cream 
ories Association had in hand, and hoping 
thereby to incite some interest in the mat: 
ter, not only among the farmers, but also 
those who handled thesbutter as middle- 
mon, as well as the consuming public. 

With the scarcity of butter that is likely 
to prevail in Ontario this winter, it isa 
groat pity that we had not ton times the 
number of creameries that now exist. Again 
and again it has been stated in the public 
| press that the butter of Ontario, judged as 
| a whole, is a blot upon the fair name of the 
| agrioulturists ot Canada, thas been just- 
ly claimed that in the production of cereals 
and stock, Ontario enjoys a reputation sec- 
ond to no other country in the world; but 
in the quality of hee butter, the majority of 
‘stuff put upon the market is a disgrace 
to the province and to those wh produced it. 
The butter producer, in common with tho 
publio, hold in detostation the oleomargarine 
maker, but did they over consider that the 
responsibility of euabling oleomargarine to 
obtain such a foothold in other countries 
resta with them? At the Fat Stock Show 
of Chicago 1 lave tasted oleomargarine 
which was in every way infinitely superior 
in appearance and flavor to three-fourths of 
the butter that can be bought on our mar-

responsible for its introduction} Had the 
butter-maker produced a better article 
than he has been in the habit of doing, no 


! chance would have existed for the introduc- 
} tion of a spurious article’ to replace a gen- 
| uine.one; but when the spurious article 


was, to all appearances and taste, superior 
to the genuine, a ready opportunity was 
given for the spurious to obtain a foothold. 
Lhe public, too, I contend, areto blame— 
the rural storekeeper in that he pays the 
same price for a poor article as he does for 
a really superior one, if the makers both 
happen to be customers ; and the public in 
that they will not pay a sufficient advanced 
price fora really A-l butter. In other 
worde—neither the storékeeper nor the 
public are prepared to pay for butter on 
its merits, 

Ihave had a little experience, through 
our dairies, in dealings with the public in 
this matter, and, though time and a ‘‘stiff 
back” had educated many of our patrons 
to pay usa living price for a really good 
article, it has required both to bring them 
to that stage. When more than 30 cents 
per pound isasked for butter, the good and 
careful housewife raises her hands in horror 
at auch “‘extravagance” ; yet she would 
consider that 30 centsper quart for good 
cream wascheap. She may be surprised 
when I tell her that by her paying 40 cents 
per pound for butter the butter maker does 
no realize as much out of his cream as when 
he is paid 30 cents for his quart of cream, 


; {tis a good gallon of cream that yields 


three pounds of butter, which will cost at 
least 15 cents to make and market. Sel- 
ling cream at 30 cents per quart yields 
$1.20 per gallon, but made inco butter and 
selling as sucheyen at 40 cents it only 
realizes $1.05 (after deducting the 15 cents 
for making). For this reason, any one who 
is 80 situated that he can sell his cream as 
such will always prefer to do so rather than 
Again, twenty five 
potinds to thicty pounds of ordinary milk 
is required to one pound of butter; twenty- 
five pounds of milk equals ten quarts. 
When delivered at your door at 6 cents per 
quart—or 60 cents for the amount required 
to make a pound of butter—you do not 
think it out of the way to pay this price ; 
yet butter at 60 cents a pound would be an 
unheard of extravagance, 

The average price received by butter- 
makers fora really good article will not 
exceed 20 cents per pound. As it requires 
ten quarts of milk to one pound of butter, 
the farmer, at this price, is receiving but 
two cents a quart for his milk. I repeat, it 
is constantly asserted that both the quantity 
and quality of butter produced in Canada 
is not what it should be, and wonder is ex- 
pressed that Ontario does not take a more 
prominent position a8 4 butter-making 
country. Farmers and farmer’s wives are 
not singular when they seek to produce 


| that which is most profitable, and though 


the return in butter of even 2 cents per 
quart for milk on a farm may appear to be 
a vory small price, yet in these days of 


| amall margins of profit in farming, it is a 


living one. Let the public display more 
willingness to pay a better price for a 
superior article, and thereby give } 
tho farmor’s wife the incentive of a profit- 
able industry as a stimulus to increase 
not only the quality but the quantity 
of butter produced on the farm, aud I feel 
assured a great step will be taken towards 
helping on tho butter industry of this coun- 
try. I have known farmers’ wives who, 
producing a really gilt-edge butter, owing 
to an unappreciative public, felt that the 
oxtra pains necessary in the caro of the 
utensils, milk, cream, and preparation and 
marketing of the butter, is nol sufficiently 
appreciated when they sought to dispose of

Peach stains may be removed by putting 
the article in boiling water before washing 
it. Once thesuds have touched them the 
stains are set and cannot afterwards be ro- 
moved, 

To cure warts take an Irish potato and 
cut a piece off the end and rub on the wart 
two or three times a day, cutting a slice 
from the potato each time used, Very ofton 
one potato is sufficient for the cure. 

To.clean bottles, put into them some 
kernels of corn and a tablespoonful of ashes; 
half fill them with water, and after a Vigor- 
ous shaking and riasing you will find the 
bottles as good as new. 

A nice accessory to a closet with drawers, 
suitable for loying in a nice dress, is to 
make one or more bags to cover over a nice 
dress, and thus protect it from dust, These 
bags are made longer than the dress skirt, 
and buttoned up and are hung up by loops. 

A pint of mustard seed added to a barrel 
of cider will keep the liquid sweet for an 
indefinite time. 

For children there is nothing better than 
saffron tea for teething and fever. 

To clean black dress goods, take an old 
black kid glove, cut into small pieces and 
let stand over night in a pint of soft water. 
In the morning add as much warm water 
as will be needed, also a few drops of 
ammonia. Have the goods well brushed, 
then with a sponge wet them on the right 
side with the water,and rub quickand hard; 
smooth with the hand and hang out of doors 
in the shade ; when nearly dry, iron on the 
wrong side. 

Candied fruit should always be kept in 
the dark to preserve its rich color and flavor, 
Tomatoes will often spoil in glass jars, bo- 
coming thin and watery simply from the 
action of the light, and preserves thus lose 
much of theirrichnessand flavor. Try keep- 
ing all fruit in a covered chest or trunk 
down cellar, if you haye no enclosed cup- 
board there. 

In case of a cut, smoke wound with burn- 
ed red flannel on which has been placed a 
small quantity of sugar, then tie up, after 
sprinkling with sulphur, and it will heal 
immediately.

in thus committing himself,” and offered 
this following emphatic contradiction of 
the British Commissioner's declaration ; 

Canada does not know that Commercial 
Union means separation from Britain. lf 
she thought any such result would come 
from Commercial Union she would drop 
the subject at once, and seek for some 
other way of cscape from the consequences 
of the riotous misgoyernment of the last 
nine years. It is because she believes 
Commercial Union tobe not only perfectly 
compatible with British connection, but 
the only way of preserving it and of putting 
herself in point of wealth and prosperity 

alongside of the United States, that sho 
fayors this agitation.

The Quebec Conference, 


Quesec, Not 23.—The Inter-Provincial 
Congress sat on Saturday as usual. The 
priucipal business of the meeting was the 
reception of a joint Quebec and Montreal 
deputation on the question of the insolvency 
laws of tho different provinces. The Mont- 
real Board of Trade was represented by 
Mr. Thos. Darling, Ald. Grenier, Robert 
Archer and F. X. Perrault. The Quebec 
board was represented by its president, Mr. 
T. Ledroit, its secretary, Mt.T. H. An- 
drews, and Mr. H.M. Price. The deputa- 
tion waited upon the members of the con- 
ference in accordance with previous ap- 
pointment. 

Mr. Darling, who had been requested to 
act as spokesman, set forth the object of 
the interview, which was to urge, on be- 
half of the mercantile comniunities repre- 
sented by the Montreal and Quebec Boards 
of Trade, the desirability of having the laws 
respecting insolvency amended in some in- 
stances and assimilated in the various pro- 
vinces. 


A telegram from the Belleville Board of 


Trade objecting to the changes asked by the 
Quebec and Montreal merchants was sub- 
mitted by Mr. Mowat, aczording to the re- 
quest of the senders, who object to any 
change whatever in the existing law on the 
subject, and state that had there been time 
they would have sent a deputation. Mr.

It is well known that the Sahara is not 
everywhere syuonmous with desert, anc 
that region, deapite the dryness of its 
climate and the general aridity of its sur 
‘ace, possesses many well-cultivated an 

lickly-inhabited oases, where the com- 
biuation of the two elements of sun and 
water has produced marvels in tho way of 
vegotation. The Lower Sahara is an im- 
monse basin of artesian waters, and at 
times there is a superabundance ; but the 
number of cultivated tracts is incroasing 
very rapidly, there being no fewer than 


LL, 


forty-three oases in the Oued-Rir, which 
after a period of thirty years, has 13,000 
inhabitants, 520 palm trees in full bearing 

that is, which have been planted more 
than seven years—120,000 trees between 
one and seven years old, and 100,000 fruit 
trees, while the value of the dates grown 
cach year averages £100,000. The oases of 
Laghouat and Oued-Mizi and those of 
Yeryville and Ain-Sana have 100,000 palm 
trees, and those of Figuig 140,000, while 
Mzab, with its 30,000 inhabitants, nearly 
all shepherds and merchants, cultivates 
200,000. Zab, together with the Sahara 
slope of the Auees, have fifty oases which 
grow 900,000 palm trees and 500,000 fruit 
trees. Sout, with a population of 15,000, 
has 150,000 palm trees of the choicest kind 
and over 50,000 fruit trees. Lastly, the 
various oases of Ouargla have over 400,000 
palm trees and 100,000 fruit trees. A) 
these results, tosay nothing of the trade 
in wocl, the cultivation of tobacco, vege- 
tables, corn, the vine, and other things 
grown beneath the shelter of the palm 
trees, and of the raising of ostriches, which, 
it is considered, might be made as _profit- 
able as it is at the Cape, have been arrived 
at partly by the natives and partly by the 
French, though the latter have not begun 
to colonize Sahara until within the last ten 
years. They began by buying oases and 
gardens in the Zab and the Oued Rir, and 
after that they set to work to form fresh 
oases in the region of Bishra, and espccially 
in the Oued-Rir,—Pall Mall Gazette.

Every farm, no matter how small, should 
have its place for compost making, It costs

The newly constructed link digresses 
Townsend street and runs nearly due east 
acroas the Otonabee River and Beaver Mead 
Creek tillit forms a junction with the 
other branch at Downer's Corners, The 
total length of this line is one and ond- 
third miles. It crosses the Otonabee about 
three hundred yards above the locks bridge. 
The new iron girder bridge rests on 
solid atone piers and abutments. The 
iron works consists of two epans of 
eight feet and two spans of fifty feet. The 
bridge complete is three hundred and 
twenty feetin length. A swing affords a 
navigable channel of fifty feet clear,so that 
tLere will be no impediment to the river 
steamers coming and going up and down. 
The Beaver Mead Creek bridge has only 
one forty foot span. The girders rest on 
stone abutments, The construction of the 
stone work of these bridges was under the 
superintendence of Mr, Jas, Bogue, a 
mason of highstanding, as his work in 
Peterborough fully attests. 

The construction of the locks lire has 
been pushed forward as rapidly as possible 
though obstacles were thrown in the way 
by some people who owned property 
through which the rights of way the rail 
way were desirous of purchasing. The 
survey was made several times, avd at last 
a direct line was obtained. There are only 
a few claims to settle at present. The total 
cost of the link will be about $70,000. 

One object of building this piece of road 
was todo away with a large amount of 
laborious work. From the Bethune street 
station to Downer’s corners by the old way 
is three miles, and from the station to 
Hilliard’s the trains have tobe backed. It 
is a very tedious arrangement when heavy 
freight trains have to be handled in this 
manner, and as tedious when passenger 
trains are concerned also, Tho new line 
will shorten the distance between Belleville 
and Peterborough by 22 minutes. 

Another object to be attained was the 
opening up of the line between Midland 
and Belleville as a through line for freight. 
The building of the line between Omemee 
and Peterborough almost accomplished 
this end, but it would be next to impossible 
to haul the large number of trains going 
over the through line up and down the 
Peterborough V. Even if there were time 
to do it the cost would be about equal, 
though the distance was shorter. The little 
link, however,makes a clear,open road way, 
from Georgian Bay to the Bay of Quinte, 
It is ten miles shorter than the Port Hope 
way and the through freight will doubtless 
all, or nearly all, come over the direct 
route, 

The volume of produce to be handled by 
this road promises to be enormous. A 
steamer from Chicago can come to Midland, 
unload in the elevator and go back to Chi- 
cago, before another of the same spoed 
would be getting past the Welland Canal, 
Since May lat until the present, with an ole- 
vator having a capacity of 260,000 bushels, 
3,000,000 bushels of wheat and corn from 
Chicago have come over the Midland line, 
and the railway's agent in Chicago is confi- 
dent that an elevator of 1,000,000 bus. capa- 
city at Midland could beconstantly employed 
during the shipping season. The ofticials of 
tho railway are alive to the possible, and 
even most probable, large increase in their 
through grain trade, for they are now in- 
tent on doubling the capacity of the cleva- 
tor. As itis now, about twenty-five trains 
a day aro employed as the carriers of the 
through freight, grain, lumber, and so 
forth. With greater capacity at the north- 
ern port for the reception of business offer- 
od olf the lakes, the number of trains run- 
ning back and forth may be increased to 40 
or 50, 

Preparations haye beon made in anticipa- 
of this increase of business. The 
Grand Junction line is being put in first 
classshape. This summer $35,000 has boon 
apont upon it in ballasting, ronowin 
bridgos and culvorts, taking out Pcs | 
in other ways impro/iog the lino. Two

alleged that rents fixed before 1886 are now 
too high. The Parnollites say so every 
day, but the Parnellite has not yet been 
discovered who is honest enough to tell the 
electors how the present Unionist Govern- 
ment have met this difficulty. The follow- 
ing is now the law of the land: All Irish 
tenants who had ‘‘fair rents” fixed before 
1886 are, without any application on their 
part to any court, to get their rents adjust- 
ed in proportion to the fall of prices. ‘This 
adjustmencis to be made in 1887, 1888 and 
1889, at the expiration of which time it is 
hoped that agricultural prospects may look 
| better, Of course all tenants who, think- 
| ing their old rents to be fair, did not ask 
that new ones should be fixed, can at any 
time get them fixed now according to pre- 
sent prices, 

IV. No tenant can bo evicted by his 
| landlord, or threatened in possession by 
him, unless ho is an entire twelve months 
in arrear for his rent. No tenant who 
| pays less than £100 per annum rent (that

AT PcACE WITH ENEMIES, 


Brwxiry, Oct. 23 —The Rev, T. DeWitt 
Talmage, t'. Diy preached in the Brooklyn 
tabernacle this morning on the enbject: ‘ For 
giveness before sundown,” After explaining 
a {ow prisagss coascerning Hezek ah, Dr Tal- 
mage gave out the following hymn, which was 
sung by the congregation : 

This glorious hope revives 
Our courage by the way, 
Which each in expectation lives 
And longs to see the day, 

Professor Henery Eyre Brown rendered on 
the organ an aria with variations, by Cramcr, 
Ths text of the sermon was from Ephesians iv, 
36: “Let not the sun go down upoo your 
wrath.” Dr, Talinage said . 

What a pillow embroidered of all colors hath 
the dying day. The cradle of clouds from which 
the sun rises is beautiful enough, but it ie sur- 
passed by the many colored mausoleum in 
which at evening it is buried. Sunset among 
the mountains! Italmost takes one’s breath 
away to recall the sorne. The long sha iows 
stretching over the plain make’ the glory of the 
departing light ou the tiptop crags and atruck 
aslant through the folege the m: re transpicuous 
Saffron and gold, purple and crims0n com- 
mingled, All the castles of cloud in confla- 
gration, Burning Mosouws on thesky. Hang- 
ing gardens of ros: at their Ceepest blnsh, Ban- 
vers of vapors, red as from carnage, in he battle 
of the elements. The hunter emong the Adi- 
rondacks and the Swiss villager among the Alp 
know what isa suoset amung the mouotains. 
After a storm at sea the rolling grandeur into 
which the sun goes down to bathe at_ nightfall 
is something to ake weird and spleodid dreams 
out of fora life'ime. Alexander Smith in his 
poem compares the sunret to “the barren 
of hell,” but this wonderful epectac's of nature 
makes me think of the burnished wall of heaven.

Thia is the title of a very timely and well 
considered tract on two subjects w hich are 
ad present ocoupying largely the attention 
of the politicians and the people of the Do 
minion and of the Empire, which is pab 
lished under the auspices and by resolution 
of the Montreal Branch of the Imperial 
Foderation League of Canada, In its pages 
the author, Mr. Arch’d McGoun, Je., Ad- 
yocate, thoroughly and at the samo timo 
calmly and dispassionately, considers tho 
subject of Commercial Union with the 
United States, and conclusively shows that 
auch an Union, instead of boing advantage- 
ous to Canada, must be decidedly injurious 
in its effects, The bulk of our total export 
and import trade is done with Groat Brit 
ain and the Uuited States; the aggregate 
amount for the years from 1873 to 1875 was 
$2,477,000,000, of which $1,171,000,000 
was with Britain, $1,066,000,000 with the 
United States, and only $340,000,000 with 
all other countries, In 1875 our exporte 
to the United Kingdom were $41,871,000, 
and to other parts of tho British Empire 
$3,912,000, making a total of $45,785,000, 
while our exports to the United States wore 
$34,783,000, and to other foreign countries 
$3,703,000, being $7,088,000 more to Great 
Britain than to the United States, and 
$209,000 more to other British possessions 
than to all the other countries ef the world. 
Now we could not hope to materially in- 
crease our exports by selling to the United 
States, for as their natural products are 
similar to ours, what wo sold to them would 
be exported to compete with ourown mer- 
chants in the markets ot the world, while 
the better qualities of our produce would 
be replaced by their inferior products for 
our home consumption, and sent abroad to 
increase their reputation and augment their 
profits at our expense, In 1885 wo im- 
ported from the United States $47,151,000, 
on which we collected duties tu the amount 
of $6,624,000; trom Britain and the Bri- 
ish possessions $43,831,000, paying duties 
of $6,261,000, and from foreign countries 
$11,727,000, paying duties of $1,675,000 ; 
total duties $14,560,100. Of this amount 
commercial union would at once deprive us 
of the duties paid by the United States, 
namely, $6,624,000, leaving $7,936,000 to 
be collected in Canadian Custom houses, 
and to be pooled with the duties collected 
in the United States.

This 
deficiency could only be met by internal 
taxation; and with our manufactures 
crushed out by the superior capital and ag- 
gressiveness of our neighbors in the absence 
of protection, and our merchants impover- 
ished by the unrestricted competition of 
New York, Boston, Buffalo, Chicago and 
other great trade-centres, 
must ultimately fall on the land—and how 
would our farmers like that ? 

Mr. McGouin states that *‘ our trade with 
the United States is largely in articles they 
produce in common with ourselves, Trade 
with the United Kingdom is more largely 
in articles that both do not produce, 
or do not produce to advantage ;” 
and argues from that and similar in- 
stances that dissimilarity of production is 
a more potent factor in commercial inter- 
course between nutions than nearness of 
geographical position ; and that therefore a 
more extensive and more profitable busi- 
ness can be done between two countries 
whose products are unlike than between 
two whose products are nearly the 
same, as are those of Canada and 
the United States; and that as the 
products of both countries have to be 
sent to the same market, ‘‘it is better for 
Canadians to sellto Liverpool direct than 
to sell in New York and let the American 
shipper get the profit out of the Liverpool 
trade,” 

With respect to the fisheries dispute, Mr. 
McGouin holdsthat ‘‘the admission of Amer- 
ican fiskermen to our fisheries is worth far 
more than access to the American markets 
for our fish,” and that therefore the 
“Americans must be prepared to pay a 
good round sum annually for the privilege, 
or else to grant us reciprocal trade in other 
things besides fish.” ‘‘Otherwise we shall 
keep our fisheries for our own fishermen, 
and make the Americans buy their fish 
from these and pay their own duties on 
importing them,” 

It is evident that we could not increase 
the value of our trade by entering into 
commercial union with the United States. 
The only effect would be that, instead of 
sending our exports and receiving our im- 
ports by sea, weshould use the railways 
running north and south from their ports, 
thus depriving our ship-owners and ma- 
riners of their occupation and reducing 
them to poyerty or absolute beggary ; and 
when we reflect that our trade with the 
United Kingdon in our staple products is 
fully thirty-yive times as much as with the 
United States, it will be obvious to the 

unprejudiced observer, what a tremen- 
dous eacrifice we should bo called upon 
to make in entering into such a union, 
Not only our shipping would be virtually 
injured by such union, but our great rail- 
ways would be affected in an equal or oven 
& greater degree, for our sailors could re- 
sort toother porta, and even compote with 


their southern rivals in their own harbors 
but the railways are fixtures and cannot be 
movod, when tho freight which ought to 
give them financial strength and Vitality 
would be tranaferrod to the railways that 
centre upon New York, Boston, Chicago 
and other American business centres, 
2 In opposition to ee schome, Mr, Mo- 
s0UIn proposes a plan of commercial 
betwoon Groat Britain and hor slonles.

fro between Boeton and Canadian Maritime 
ports, while at some seasons freight has 
frequently been declined owing to the 
limited capacity of the boats, | We always 
cpnaidacet th an anomaly that Boston capi- 
tal was allowed to reap the benefit of an al- 
most exclusively Canadian route. 

In Ottawa Mr. A, Spencer Jonesis_pro- 
moting a steamship company between Hali- 
fax and Kingston, Jamaica, which will use 
light draught freight steamships, princi- 
pally to carry fruit and produce, One of the 
largest fruit growersin Jamaica, who exports 
6,000 barrels, of oranges alone per year, 
appearsas the chief promoter. (Quantities 
of Canadian products and manufac- 
tures are shipped from New York 
to the West Indies month by month, 
and the New York exporters are making 
money on them, some of which Canadians 
might make. And we are eyen paying 
American steamers to carry our mails from 
New York to those Islands, Surely a sub- 
sidy can be got for so reasonable a service 
as a Canadian Steam Line to the Antilles. 

The receipts of grain and flour at Mont- 
real thus far this year have been large, 
those of wheat unusually so. In the years 
1884 and 1885 the aggregate receipts of all 
grains at that port were something over 
ten million bushels, up to the present date 
of the navigable season. Last year they 
were 14,386,641 bushels, and this year, up 
tothe 20th inst., they were 13,774,030. 
But in the years 1884 5 and 6 the receipts 
of Indian corn from the Western States by 
this route were more than usually heavy, 
amounting to two, three and four million 
bushels in different years, while this year 
they have fallen off to a little over one 
million, Coarse grains maintain the aver- 
age. Receipts of wheat, however, have 
advanced from 4,300,000 bushels in 1884 
and 6,000,000 in 1885, to 6,154,000 bush- 
els last year and no less than 9,514,000 in 
the present year. 

Railway transport in Eastern Nova Scotia 
is being greatly improved, and the result is 
an increase in both freight and passengers. 
The new route between Pictou and New 
Glasgow, is about going into oporation. 
Between Canso and New Glasgow, on the 
eastern extension, the increased traflic is 
very marked, The Cape Breton railway 
to Sidney is being rapidly constructed. A 
number of trains on the Iptercolonial are 
to be lighted with electricity and heated by 
steam, A Halifax syndicate contemplates 
building two or three links necessary to 
complete the Nova Scotia railway syatem, 
viz., between Annapolis and Digby, Truro 
and Windsor, Pictou and Halifax, via the 
Musquodoboit Valley.
